BRITISH BOOKS ON RADIO 
AND TELEVISION 


ROGER MANVELL 


IT is of the greatest interest to watch an entirely new medium evolve its own 
technical and critical values. The history of literature, with its appreciation 
long established through the various eras of criticism, gradually established 
itself as an academic subject with all the appendages as well as the panache of 
professional evaluation by intellectuals. Rival schools of criticism seek to 
press their particular ‘approaches’ as the soundest, and the lives and works of 
great writers become testing grounds for critical studies, estimates and inter- 
pretations which build up a vast body of writing with its specialised enclaves 
and schools of thought. 

How can the new arts set up their critical shops? They have at the start no 
professional assessors, only working practitioners. If they are what are called 
popular arts, like the film, radio and television, then they acquire their weekly 
commentators in the daily press and the cultural journals. The rough founda- 
tions of criticism are laid by those who function in the art and by those whose 
daily job it is to comment on what is done. 

In this way the older new art of the film has established its initial field 
service in criticism and even, in the United States at least, entered the univer- 
sities as an official subject of study. The way is paved for academic weighing 
and measuring through Ph.D. theses in the sociology, psychology, aesthetics 
and history of the medium. Hard on its heels are the younger new arts of 
radio and television—attracting the sociologist far more than the aestheticians 
at this stage because of the almost violent impact of these two broadcast 
media on the social life and attitudes of the population. Aesthetic assessment 
is less easy to arrive at partly because of the impermanent nature of the 
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medium. The film, at least, can be projected and re-projected—though it is 
troublesome enough to get access to the films you need at the time you want 
them for appraisal or re-appraisal. Nevertheless, the better film libraries in 
recent years have widened the range of their representation of the art for the 
benefit of the serious student. But radio and television have no ‘public’ 
libraries apart from the private recordings and telerecordings of the Corpora- 
tions responsible for broadcasting, and in the main all the critic has for 
reference are the notes he made while the broadcasts or telecasts he was able 
to reach were in transmission. History, therefore, becomes a patchwork of 
personal memories supplemented by occasional repeats or private play-backs. 


The most substantial contribution to the literature of radio and television, 
therefore, follows the history of its development and control (mostly in 
Britain and the United States) and the effect these media have had on the 
public. Various general introductions to the subject have been published. 
Maurice Gorham, who had himself worked for the BBC in a senior capacity 
in both radio and television, wrote two books, Television, Medium of the 
Future (1949; cheap edition 1957, Percival Marshall, 6s.) and Broadcasting and 
Television Since 1900 (1952, Dakers, 5s.). John Swift, a journalist, wrote 
another popular history called Adventure in Vision (1950, Lehmann). These 
books are personal rather than academic in their approach; they are story 
rather than history. Very factual and up to date is Mary Crozier’s recent book 
in the Home University Library, Broadcasting: Sound and Television (1958, 
Oxford University Press, 7s.6d.), while the present writer’s book On the Air 
(1953, Deutsch, 16s.) attempted among other things to present the arguments 
which were raging at that time in Britain for and against the introduction of 
commercial television in addition to the BBC’s ‘public service’ television 
which was and still is independent of the advertiser. 


All these books were deeply concerned with the vital issue of whether or 
not the BBC, established by periodically renewable Charter to be the sole 
provider in Britain of radio and television entertainment and information in 
the form of a public service paid for by the millions of radio and television 
receiving licence fees, was right in principle. It had always been subject to 
attack as a monopoly incapable of giving the public the cut and thrust of 
controversy and unable to inspire the service of the greater writing community 
since a rejection slip meant that the writer’s labour was lost because he 
had no other alternative outlet. The BBC’s monopoly seemed to many 
writers, even those who respected the BBC’s great cultural achievements,to 
be anti-democratic in principle, and the most carefully documented history 
of the rise and development of the BBC’s monopoly appears in British Broad- 
casting: A Study in Monopoly (1950, Longmans for the London School of 
Economics) by R. H. Coase. Although this book, as an academic study, is 
concerned to be impartial in the presentation of the facts, the author ends by 
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attacking the principle of monopoly and the cultural arguments on which it 
is based. The most impassioned defence of the monopoly is without question 
Lord Reith’s highly personal account of his own contribution to British radio 
as the first Director-General of the BBC; this is to be found in his auto- 
biography Into the Wind (1949, Hodder & Stoughton, 25s.). His arguments 
are based on the premise that so great and pervasive a medium as radio (and 
later television) should not be left to the vagaries of mass public taste. 
The public cannot be expected to exercise discrimination; standards 
decline unless public taste is guided by an organisation such as the BBC, 
which is devoted only to its public service of enlightenment as well as enter- 
tainment. This premise has, however, been notably opposed by many men 
who have worked for the BBC in a number of very senior positions and who 
have also written pungent and often witty autobiographies of their ex- 
periences working for the Corporation. Among these are Ariel and All His 
Quality (1940, Gollancz) by R. S. Lambert, a former editor of The Listener, 
Sound and Fury (1948, Percival Marshall) by Maurice Gorham, who was Head 
of the Light Programme and subsequently of BBC Television, and The Power 
Behind the Microphone (1941, Cape) by P. P. Eckersley, the BBC’s first Senior 
Engineer in the pioneering days of the nineteen-twenties, and, more recently. 
My Time Is Not My Own (1955, Max Parrish, 8s.6d.) by a former BBC 
producer of distinction, John Irwin. In one way or another these very able 
men felt the monopoly worked against their sense of personal responsibility. 
In contrast to the sincere criticism of these men who left the service of the 
BBC are the personal views expressed by Val Gielgud, who has remained 
in office as Head of Drama, in his autobiography Years of the Locust 
(1947, Nicolson & Watson). The arguments for the responsible development 
of broadcasting after the manner of the BBC are presented in a series of 
pamphlets published by the Corporation: Moral Values in Broadcasting, The 
Responsibilities of Broadcasting, and The Central Problems of Broadcasting (all 
1948; obtainable free on application to the BBC) by Sir William Haley, the 
former Director-General who is now the Editor of The Times, and also in a 
book called Broadcasting and Society (1949, Student Christian Movement, 
2s.6d.) written by Harman Grisewood when he was Controller of the BBC’s 
controversial Third Programme. To these books should be added a study of 
the administrative problems of the Corporation called The BBC from Within 
(1953, Gollancz) written by a former Chairman of the Board of Governors, 
Lord Simon of Wythenshawe. An official history of the BBC’s educational 
policy in its broadcasts to schools, School Broadcasting in Britain, by Richard 
Palmer, was published by the Corporation in 1947, and the special problems 
of the use of radio for propaganda in wartime are discussed by two indepen- 
dent writers, C. J. Rolo in Radio Goes to War (1943, Faber) and E. Tangye 
Lean in Voices in the Darkness (1943, Secker & Warburg). 
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It may seem to the reader that the study of these arguments in connection 
with the BBC is a domestic matter for Britain alone. This is less so than it 
seems; the principles involved are universal in their application to the radio 
and television systems established in countries throughout the world. The 
final measure of the BBC’s achievements and short-comings appears in the 
great two-volume report of the official Broadcasting Committee published 
by the Stationery Office (1951, Report 6s.6d., Appendix 10s.6d.). This Com- 
mittee, whose Chairman was Lord Beveridge, examined the work of the 
BBC in detail and published its conclusions as to what was best for the future 
of broadcasting and television in Britain. The divergence of views expressed 
in it undoubtedly helped to pave the way for the introduction of commercial 
television into Britain in 1955. 


The second main group of publications is concerned with the art and 
technique of working for radio and television. A special journal devoted to 
this professional work, The BBC Quarterly, is now unfortunately discontinued 
for economy reasons after publication for some years; its files are of the 
greatest interest to all those engaged in the work as writers, artists, tech- 
nicians and critics. A number of books, however, deal with the technical 
problems of writing for radio and television. These include The Right Way 
to Radio Playwriting (1948; 2nd edition 1956, Eliot, 7s.6d.) by Val Gielgud, 
The Radio Play (1949, Sylvan Press) by Felix Felton and two books with the 
same title Writing for Television by Sir Basil Bartlett (1955, Allen & Unwin, 
9s.6d.) and Arthur Swinson (1955, Black, 16s.). Val Gielgud writes as the 
BBC’s Head of Drama, Felix Felton as a well-known actor, radio-writer and 
drama producer, Arthur Swinson as an experienced television script-writer, 
and Sir Basil Bartlett as former Drama Script Supervisor for the BBC Tele- 
vision Service. All these books deal in detail with the technical needs of either 
radio or television script-writing, and contain either complete scripts or 
extracts by way of illustration. Val Gielgud has also written British Radio 
Drama 1922-56 (1957, Harrap, 15s.), a rather lightly-written account of his 
experiences in this field at the BBC. Those interested in recapturing the 
exciting atmosphere of experiment in the earliest days of broadcasting should 
search out an old book, The Stuff of Radio, written by the BBC’s most avant- 
garde writer and producer, Lance Sieveking, and published by Cassell in 1934. 
Laurence Gilliam, pioneer in the radio feature (the BBC’s term for docu- 
mentary) assembled a representative collection of scripts in a book called 
BBC Features (1950, Evans). These scripts, however, were very considerably 
edited for publication. 


A certain number of outstanding British radio-scripts have been published 
as works of literature in their own right. Taking only a selection of those 
published since the war, one should include Eric Linklater’s discussion plays 
The Raft and Socrates Asks Why (1942, Macmillan), Dorothy Sayers’ great 
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sequence of plays on the Crucifixion The Man Born To Be King (1943, 
Gollancz, 10s.6d.), and the work of the poets Louis MacNeice (Christopher 
Columbus and The Dark Tower (1944, Faber (8s.6d.) and 1947), Henry Reed 
(in his radio version of Melville’s Moby Dick, 1947, Cape, 6s.) and Laurie Lee 
(in The Voyage of Magellan 1948, Lehmann). 


The work of television direction and production has been described in a 
further series of books written, as one would expect, by writers and directors 
actively engaged in the work. Jan Bussell in The Art of Television (1952; new 
edition 1956, Faber, 1os.6d.) gives a detailed study of several different branches 
of television production, though his concern is more with the technique than 
the art of the medium. Indeed, not all those who have written seriously on 
this subject attempt to claim that the medium has become or is capable of 
becoming an art form unique to itself, as distinct from being a medium for 
the dissemination of other art forms—such as the film. Its technique, how- 
ever, is highly complex, and one of the most perceptive surveys of its range 
and potentialities is a book edited by Paul Rotha, the distinguished docu- 
mentary film director who produced similar work for a period for BBC 
Television. This is Television in the Making (1956, Focal Press, 35s.) with 
sections written by experts on programmes and production, studio organisa- 
tion and management, and on the general scope of creative television. This 
book also contains a much-needed glossary of technical terms. More recently 
still an encyclopaedic book by Wallace S. Sharps, Commercial Television— 
A Manual of Advertising and Production Techniques (1958, Fountain Press, 63s.) 
covers all aspects of the planning and production of commercial television 
—that is, television as a medium for advertising. 


Annual reports of the work of both the BBC and the Independent 
Television Authority are published by the Stationery Office, and the BBC 
itself publishes an annual Yearbook. The BBC also published in 1958 a com- 
prehensive Bibliography of British Broadcasting (5s.) in which every publica- 
tion of note that has appeared in this country is listed with full details. 


Dr. Roger Manvell, at one time a university lecturer in literature and drama, has been Director 
of the British Film Academy since 1947, isa regular broadcaster on radio and television, and was 
Chairman of the Radio and Television Writers’ Association 1953-56.

A LEGAL BIBLIOGRAPHY OF THE BRITISH COMMON- 
WEALTH OF NATIONS. Vol. 6. Australia, New Zealand and their 
Dependencies. From earliest times to June, 1958. 2nd edition by Leslie F. Maxwell 
and W. Harold Maxwell. Sweet & Maxwell, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 156 pages. Indexes. 
Anew edition of volume six of the standard legal bibliography of the British Common- 
wealth first published in 1938. The first four parts on Australia deal with general legal 
works, law reports, digests of cases, and statutes (including those for Federal Terri- 
tories), while part five is on New Zealand, Cook Islands and Western Samoa. This 
comprehensive and authoritative volume was compiled in Australia and New Zealand 
and was revised and added to in London by Mr. L. F. Maxwell who has been a com- 
piler of each volume in this series. (016-34) 


BIBLIOGRAPHY OF RURAL LAND ECONOMY AND LAND 
OWNERSHIP, 1900-1957. A Full List of Works relating to the British 
Isles and Selected Works from the United States and Western Europe. D. R.

The scope of this excellent bibliography is wider than might appear from the title. 

The list includes some thousands of works in English (books, articles, memoranda, 

periodicals and unpublished theses) for the specified years, with a useful selection of 

works in foreign languages published since 1945. It is classified in five main groups— 
general works, rural economy (including agricultural policy, employment, housing, 
government and so on), land economy (for such subjects as land utilisation, drainage 
and land ownership), estate economy, research and education and reference works. 
Economic historians and those actively concerned with land questions will find it 
most useful.

The amount of work reviewed annually in this publication continues to grow and 

Miss White has found it necessary to seck an assistant editor, who is also responsible 

for two of the chapters. The panel of scholarly contributors remains much the same 

as in previous years, but the material previously incorporated in the chapter “Biblio- 
graphica’ is now disseminated through the various chapters concerned. The author 
and subject indexes, however, form adequate guides for the user. This is undoubtedly 
an essential reference work for the serious student of English literature and linguistics.

THE ENGLISH LIBRARY BEFORE 1700. Studies in its History. 
Edited by Francis Wormald and C. E. Wright. University of London: The Athlone

A group of related individual studies with a general introduction by Professor 

Raymond Irwin, Director of the School of Librarianship and Archives of University 

College, London, who arranged, in 1952 and 1954, the courses of lectures devoted to 

the Medieval English Library and the English Renaissance Library upon which the 

studies are based. The Editors, who are also among the distinguished scholars and 
librarians responsible for the studies, have produced a stylish book which, although 
not professing to offer a comprehensive history, is nevertheless satisfying and readable. 

It does not require specialist knowledge from the reader, to whom it makes clear the

SPIRITUAL AND DEMONIC MAGIC FROM FICINO TO 
CAMPANELLA. D. P. Walker. Warburg Institute, University of London, 40s.

A fascinating and clearly written account of Renaissance thinkers, from Ficino onwards, 
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who attempted to reconcile the theory and practice of magic and astrology with the 
teachings of the Catholic Church, and very nearly succeeded. Though not in line with 
modern scientific theory, their speculations were subtle and ingenious; and some of 
their ideas about the effects of poetry and music and how they are achieved may not 
be without interest to the modern psychologist, poet or musician. Much of this book 
is the fruit of the author’s research as a Fellow of the Warburg Institute. (133) 


NATURE, MAN AND WOMAN. A New Approach to Sexual 
Experience. Alan W. Watts. Thames & Hudson, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 192 pages. 
Bibliography. 

in The Way of Zen Alan J. Watts established himself as one of the foremost interpreters 

of the eastern way of thought to the West; and in this new book he carries this 

interpretation one step further by examining in particular man’s relation to the rest of 
nature, as conceived by Taoist and Buddhist thought and art, and the role of sex as 
the sacrament by which man overcomes his estrangement from creation as a whole. 

An illuminating and persuasive book, full of new ideas (new to most westerners at any 

rate), and beautifully written. (136-1) 


BEHAVIOUR AND PHYSIQUE. An Introduction to Practical and 
Applied Somatometry. R. W. Parnell. Edward Arnold, 28s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 142 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This study by the Research Physician in the Constitutional Aspects of Psychiatric 

Medicine, Warneford Hospital, Oxford, originated in 1948 when Dr. Parnell was in 

charge of a pilot Student Health Service in Oxford University. From this he has 

proceeded to investigate body measurements as a basis for a study of personality, 
behaviour and achievement. After a brief historical review, Dr. Parnell describes his 
methods, then in successive chapters discusses their use and his findings from them in 
family studies, with students (their academic results and subsequent occupations), and 
other applications. A practical introduction to the subject, the book concludes with an 
excellent bibliography. (137-31) 


DAVID HUME. A. H. Basson. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 184 pages. 
Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
The revival of interest in Hume in the Anglo-Saxon world has resulted in the expulsion 
from philosophy of much obscurantism; but the cult of Hume has caused questions 
which Hume left open to harden into dogmas. Mr. Basson does not conceal Hume’s 
inconsistencies; he shows that the Enquiry Concerning Human Understanding, though 
superficially clearer than The Treatise of Human Nature, ignores rather than illuminates 
many problems raised by the latter. He also examines Hume’s claim to be a sceptic. 
Whereas a true sceptic believes that further enquiry may produce knowledge, Hume 
seems to imply that at a certain’ point enquiry should be suspended altogether as 
leading to mental ‘delirium’. This independent little study should reopen the debate 
about Hume’s actual aims and achievement. (192)

iLLUSTRATIONS FROM BIBLICAL ARCHAEOLOGY. D. J. 
Wiseman. Tyndale Press, 12s.6d. 1958. Obl. 23-5 cm. 112 pages. Illustrations. Map.

The Assistant Keeper of Western Asiatic Antiquities in the British Museum links over 

a hundred photographs, some hitherto unpublished, by a concise survey of biblical 
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history designed to show how archaeology throws light on and establishes the trust- 
worthiness of the Bible. The excellent reproductions make this a most attractive book, 
and, though some statements in it might call for qualification in a fuller treatment, 
scripture teachers and students of the Bible will find this a most helpful introduction, 
while the select bibliography will enable the reader to pursue the many interesting 
topics of which Mr. Wiseman’s account is necessarily brief. (220-93) 


THE HISTORICAL BACKGROUND OF THE DEAD SEA 
SCROLLS. Cecil Roth. Blackwell (Oxford), 10s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 96 pages. 
Bibliographical references. Index. Paper covers. 

For some time the views of Professor Driver and Dr. Roth on the Scrolls have been 

discussed but without any substantial published material as basis. Now the Reader in 

Jewish Studies at Oxford offers his share of what was to have been a joint volume. 

The Dead Sea sect were the Zealots, Menahem (or his nephew) was the Teacher of 

Righteousness, and Eleazar was the Wicked Priest. Using this hypothesis, learning and 

ingenuity, he reconstructs the history of the sect in the first century A.D. and identifies 

many persons and events mentioned in the Scrolls. This is a major contribution to the 
discussion, and, if Dr. Roth is right, an important corrective to the usual view of the 

Zealots. (221-4) 


THE LATTER PROPHETS. T. Henshaw. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1958. 
22°§ cm. 342 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
A clear and sober account of accepted facts, this book provides most of the information 
required in ‘teaching the prophets’. Sections on prophetic literature, the history and 
archaeology of the period, the characteristics of Hebrew poetry and a general intro- 
duction to prophecy give the background. A chapter is then devoted to each prophet, 
his life, character and influence. The contents of the books are set out quite fully, and 
such questions as authorship, unity, date, style and interpretation are examined. The 
appendices on priesthood, sacrifice, Messiah and feasts and the chronological and other 
tables are useful. A book teachers will welcome. (224) 


PROPHET AND WITNESS IN JERUSALEM. A Study of the Teaching 
of Saint Luke. Adrian Hastings. Longmans, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 212 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Indexes. 

The author's purpose in this scholarly and constructive volume is to examine 

theologically rather than historically St. Luke’s thought as found in the third gospel 

and Acts. He is concerned with his particular approach, the themes which constantly 
recur, the sources of his writings and the influence of the church at Antioch with its 

Old Testament foundation and freedom from Judaistic rigorism. The third gospel and 

Acts, it is contended, are united by continuity of plot—‘from Jesus to the Church but 

the Spirit in both’. Special attention is drawn to Luke’s conception of Jerusalem which 

is central both to his theology and that of Paul. (226-4) 


JESUS IN HIS OWN TIMES. Sherman E. Johnson. Black, 12s.6d. 1958. 
20 cm. 192 pages. Frontispiece. Map. 

This book should secure a warm welcome from the non-specialist who desires to gain 

fresh insight into the message and mission of Jesus in the light of recent studies of the 

thought and practice of sects within contemporary Judaism and particularly the Dead 

Sea Scrolls. It depicts the geographical, cultural and religious background, and attempts 

to account for the hostility between Christianity and Judaism. The author gives a 
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succint account of the Pharisees, Sadducees and Zealots, and his treatment of the vexed 
question of the relation of the Essenes to Jesus and the Church is on the whole fair and 
balanced. (232-9) 


THE BIBLE DOCTRINE OF THE HEREAFTER. C. Ryder Smith. 
Epworth Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 296 pages. Index. 
Shortly before his death, the author completed a series of expositions of the principal 
Bible doctrines and in the last of the series he examines with scholarly precision and 
rare devotion the biblical teaching about the future of the individual and the future 
of the race. The study embraces a survey not only of the Old and New Testaments 
but of the apocryphal and apocalyptical literature, and among the themes investigated 
are the resurrection, the state of the dead, the future of the wicked and the righteous, 
and universalism. The author’s final legacy is a weighty contribution to a highly 
controversial theme. (237) 


SIGNPOSTS TO PERFECTION. A Selection from the Sermons of 
Johann Tauler. Selected, edited and translated from the German by Elizabeth 
Strakosch. Blackfriars Publications, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 180 pages. 

DIVINE FRIENDSHIP ACCORDING TO ST. THOMAS. Jerome 
Wilms. Translated from the German by Sister M. Fulgence. Blackfriars Publications, 
12s. 1958. I9 cm. 140 pages. 

THEY MET AT PHILIPPI. A Devotional Commentary on Philippians 
Carroll E. Simcox. Black, 9s.6d. 1958. 21 cm. 188 pages. 

These three books are in different ways concerned with the goal of human life and 

the way to it. The sermons from the cighty-four generally ascribed to Tauler 

(c. 1300-61), the German Dominican mystic who became famous as a preacher and 

spiritual director, are arranged according to the ecclesiastical year and contain the 

essence of his teaching about humility, complete surrender to the divine will and 
charity. In a clear and straightforward introduction, the editor describes the preacher’s 
religious life, background and thought. St. Thomas Aquinas taught that the realisation 
of friendship with God is the birthright of every man. Hence its quest is not a privilege 
reserved for the few but an obligation resting upon all. In this useful and careful work 

Jerome Wilms has collated the teaching of St. Thomas about divine friendship and 

how it may be attained on earth. A perusal of Mr. Simcox’s devotional commentary 

on the letter to the Philippians will serve as a guide to those who are concerned about 
the way of spiritual perfection. There is a place for a commentary of this kind since, 
although it bears the marks of a critical study of the text, its main purpose is to relate 

St. Paul’s message to devotional and practical needs. Chapters on the character and 

personality of St. Paul, and on the circumstances of the letter prepare the way for a 

lucid and lively exposition of the text. (242) (248) (227-6) 


THE APOSTOLIC MINISTRY. Arnold Ehrhardt. Oliver & Boyd, 8s.6d. 
1958. 21-5 cm. 66 pages. Index. Paper covers. (Scottish Journal of Theology, 
Occasional apers, No. 7) 

The author, who is lecturer in ecclesiastical history in Manchester University, submits 

in this provocative but timely work that the apostles were not ministers of the Church 

but endowed the Church with the apostolic ministry. He examines the meaning and 
effect of the laying-on of hands in ordination and argues that the key is in the Old 

Testament precedent of Joshua’s ordination by Moses. The monarchical constitution 

of the Church, it is claimed, grew out of the real presence of Jesus Christ in His word 
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and sacrament and the bishop establishes the Church as the holy communion of 
God’s new nation. (262-1) 


THIS IS THE MASS. Described by Henri Daniel-Rops. Celebrated by 
Fulton J. Sheen. Photographed by Yousuf Karsh. Translated from the French by 
Alastair Guinan. The World’s Work, 25s. 1958. 26 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations (1 in 
colour). Bibliography. 

The combined work of three people, this book is intended to promote greater under- 

standing of the Mass. The French author, Henri Daniel-Rops, discusses the meaning 

and significance of each stage in the Mass and adds appropriate prayers for the use of 
the reader, while the text is accompanied by thirty photographs, taken by the 

Canadian Yousuf Karsh, of the American Bishop Sheen celebrating Mass in his private 

chapel. The Bishop himself has contributed a general introduction. (264-025) 


THE MASS AND THE ENGLISH REFORMERS. C. W. Dugmore. 
Macmillan, 30s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 276 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). References. 
Index. 

A learned and stimulating book on a subject which is both complex and still contro- 

versial. Dr. Dugmore (Professor of Ecclesiastical History in the University of London) 

devotes the first part to the study of the doctrine and development of the Mass from 
the days of the early Church to the beginning of the Reformation. In the second half 
he develops his main thesis which describes how the English Reformers, although 
influenced by Luther, Zwingli and the continental Protestants, worked out for them- 
selves a Eucharistic doctrine and practice, and in so doing to a certain extent recovered 
the Augustinian tradition which had largely been lost during the later Middle Ages.

In Confession Pastor Thurian confronts us with the question whether the departure 

from the practice of confession on the part of Protestant churches can be justified. 

He expounds the views of Calvin and Luther, and recalls us to the teaching of the 

New Testament while at the same time issuing a warning against the abuses which 

account in part for the hostile reaction of Protestantism. Some readers of this valuable 

study will challenge the views expressed about the conception of confession as a sacra- 
ment and the relation between confession and psycho-analysis. The study on Christian 

Giving is very timely. A scholarship enabled the Anglican author to visit the American 

churches and to learn how they raised their resources and why people gave so 

generously. He sets out with clarity the results of his investigations and concludes, 
with the English scene specially in mind, that the outstanding problem in many 
parishes is that people are not trained to give. The recovery in America of the theology 

of stewardship should, he believes, be emulated elsewhere. (265-6) (254-8) 


THE CATHOLIC CHURCH IN THE MODERN WORLD. 
A Survey from the French Revolution to the Present. E. E. Y. Hales. Eyre & 
Spottiswoode, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 332 pages. Chart. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Hales’ book fills a gap in historical writing. In this study of the Catholic Church 

as a political factor in modern times he sets out to look at the life of the Church in 
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the last two centuries as a whole, to demonstrate the continuity of Catholic policy 
and the reasons for the Church’s actions. Mr. Hales writes from the Catholic view- 
point, and owing to the complexity of the period there is inevitably a good deal of 
compression. As we should expect from the author of Pio Nono, and Mazzini and the 
Secret Societies, the chapters about the papal struggles with the Italian nationalists are 
extremely interesting, although for some readers those parts of the book which deal 
with America may cover new ground. (282) 


THE GROWTH OF THE CHURCH IN BUGANDA. An Attempt 
at Understanding. John V. Taylor. S.C.M. Press, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 288 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. Indexes. (World Mission Studies) 

One of a new series of studies in the life and growth of the younger churches in Asia, 

Africa and Latin America during the last two centuries. The author, an Anglican 

priest with wide missionary experience, shared the daily life of his neighbours in 

Kabubiro village for three months and visited other villages in the kingdom of 

Buganda, which is part of the modern territory of Uganda. He enquired what the 

Church meant in that situation and how individual Christians reacted to their environ- 

ment. In this competent and impressive work, we are provided with a history of the 

rise of the Church in Buganda; a detailed description of the social structure and 

Church organisation of the local parish, its children, youth, men and women; a survey 

of the traditional world-view and the problems that now call for solution. (283-6761) 


WHY I AM A CHRISTIAN SCIENTIST. Thomas Linton Leishman. 
Nelson, 18s. 1958. 21 cm. 246 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, a graduate of Edinburgh University, at one time intended to enter the 
Presbyterian ministry, but during a postgraduate course in New York encountered 
Science and Health by Mrs. Eddy and was so impressed that he joined the Christian 
Scientists. Here he provides a survey of the teaching of Christian Science about prayer, 
healing, sacraments, and matter together with an estimate of the character and work of 
Mrs. Eddy and an evaluation of the famous textbook. While the positions maintained 
invite attack from philosophy, biblical scholarship and theology, the book is a useful 
introduction to an influential religious movement. (289°5) 


THE QUAKERS. A new look at their place in society. John Sykes. 
Wingate, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 280 pages. Illustrations. References. 
Of all the English Protestant sects the Quakers are undoubtedly the most original, and 
their influence on English life has been out of all proportion to their number. In this 
history of the Quakers and their work throughout the world John Sykes, himself a 
Quaker who is also a novelist, emphasises the revolutionary nature of the Quaker 
message and has some challenging suggestions to make concerning the role of the 
Quakers in the modern world. (289-6) 


LIVING ZEN. Robert Linssen. Translated from the French by Diana Abrahams- 
Curiel. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 348 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
Founded by Bodhi-Dharma about 500 a.D., but inherent in the doctrine of Mahayana 
Buddhism, Zen has achieved a renaissance in our time on account of its offering a 
refuge from strain, tension and mental perplexity. This lengthy volume traces its 
history, its kinship with the ideas of such modern sages as Krishnamurti, and its 
application to daily life. There are elaborate notes and a chapter of exceptional interest 
on the contacts between Greek, Christian and Buddhist thought. The translation is 
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occasionally stiff, but no language is exactly suited to an understanding of ‘the vision 
of an eternal renaissance in the pure and boundless joy of the Unfathomable’. (294-32) 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF NEO-CONFUCIAN THOUGHT. 
Carsun Chang. Vision Press, 50s. 1958. 22 cm. 378 pages. References. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This is a more important book than its title indicates; for while it represents a text- 

book of philosophy, it also throws light upon the crisis in the Chinese mind of today. 

Dr. Chang suggests that just as Confucianism survived the impact of Buddhism, so it 

may survive the more destructive impact of Communism. And if in each case the 

Confucian ethic was modified, this serves to indicate the strength rather than the 

weakness of that remarkable ethic. Moreover, the Neo-Confucian movement, which 

began in the eighth century and still flourishes, made itself felt not merely in China 
but in Japan and Korea. Dr. Chang’s lucid account, part history and part speculation, 
makes available for the first time in English a number of texts unknown save to 

scholars and deserving of close study by the layman. (209-512) 


PARTING OF THE WAY. Lao Tzu and the Taoist Movement. Holmes 

Welch. Methuen, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 204 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, who is in the United States government service in the Far East, studied 
oriental thought at Harvard. By way of expansion of his authoritative paper on the 
Taoist Movement, he now endeavours to interpret the famous Tao Te Ching in such 
a way as to shed light upon modern problems. The greater part of the book, however, 
is an account of the different senses in which the doctrine and its cryptic text may be 
interpreted. This is the real issue with regard to this work. The final section entitled 
‘Tao To-day’, is perhaps less attractive, because unashamedly subjective. This 


excellently-produced book should find a ready public. (299°5142)

SOCIAL CHANGE. Josiah Mason Lectures delivered at the University of 
Birmingham. H. Ian Hogbin. Watts, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 268 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. References. Index. 
A leading Australian anthropologist discusses how and why the impact of Western 
civilisation modifies the social life of primitive peoples. Although drawing mainly 
upon his own extensive ficld observations in Melanesia, he refers both to similar 
studies in many other parts of the world and to theories of social change advanced by 
other scholars. His book is thus in effect a general survey of a topic about which much 
has already been written, and being refreshingly free of jargon should appeal to the 
general reader as well as the specialist. His chapters on the reasons for the acceptance 
of innovations are especially useful; and in another, dealing with ‘Native efforts in 
Melanesia to achieve further changes’, he directs attention to a problem of increasing 
importance now that peoples formerly under colonial rule have to make their own 
adjustments to life in the modern world. (301-24) 


ARISTOTLE AND THE AMERICAN INDIANS. A Study in Race 
Prejudice in the Modern World. Lewis Hanke. Hollis & Carter, 18s. 1959. 22 cm. 
174 pages. Illustrations. References. Index. 

This book describes the magnificent and moving struggle of the Spaniards in the 16th 

century to decide the nature and status of the newly-found race of American Indians. 
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Some attempted to justify Cortes’s methods of conquest by appealing to Aristotle’s 
Politics according to which certain men are born to slavery; but others bitterly opposed 
such theories as contrary to the Gospels and denounced their fellow-countrymen’s 
cruelty. One of the merits of this study is that we are reminded that the problem is not 
merely academic but is a human issue still alive today. Professor Hanke is a master in 
this field and he writes with authority and learning; but he also writes with simplicity 
and his book, therefore, will make a wide appeal. (301-451) 


ACCRA SURVEY. Ioné Acquah. University of London Press, sos. 1958. 
25*5 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
This volume contains the results of a social survey of the capital of Ghana (then the 
Gold Coast) undertaken for the West African Institute of Social and Economic 
Research between 1953 and 1956 by the late Mrs. loné Acquah, the English wife of 
an African Civil Servant. The mass of information assembled, dealing with population, 
housing, economics, administration, education, health, religion and recreation is likely 
to be of considerable importance to any development schemes for Accra, but in 
addition the work portrays the way of life of an important city in the increasingly 
significant continent of Africa and as such is also valuable as a case study for the 
sociologist and the economist. (309-1667)

THE FUNDAMENTALS OF STATISTICAL REASONING. M. H. 
Quenouille. Griffin, 24s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 170 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
(Statistical Monographs and Courses, No. 3) 
Mr. Quenouille’s book presents the main concepts of statistics, in short compass, by 
avoiding details of computation and undue mathematical elaboration: it is a book of 
principles rather than of proofs or practices. After basic chapters on probability and 
distributions, there is a section on deductive methods (estimation and testing of 
hypotheses) and one on the more controversial inductive methods (selection of hypo- 
theses). By concentrating on essentials, the author has brought his treatment well up 
to date, and the brevity of exposition will not worry a reader whose knowledge of 
differential and integral calculus is thoroughly sound. (311) 


ANNUAL ABSTRACT OF STATISTICS. No. 95. 1958. Central 
Statistical Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 21s. 1958. 27-5 cm. 338 pages. Indexes, 
Paper covers. 

This is probably the most valuable of all the publications of the Central Statistical 

Office; it is essential to anybody working on a detailed quantitative study of the British 

economy. It provides annual data, usually for 1938 or 1939 and for each of the last 

ten years, under the general headings area and climate, population, vital statistics and 
public health, social conditions, education, labour, production, distribution, transport 
and communications, external trade, balance of payments, national income and ex- 
penditure, public finance, banking, insurance, etc., and prices, giving such specific 
data as the number of boot and shoe repairers registered as unemployed. (314-2)

THE CHOICE BEFORE EUROPE. Marshal Juin and Henri Massis, 
Translated from the French by E. M. Wilkinson. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1958. 
20°5 cm. 96 pages. References. 

This book, which was originally published as L’Europe en question, contains two essays. 
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The first, entitled “The Freedom and Security of Europe’, is by Marshal Juin, former 
Commander-in-Chief of the Allied Forces in Central Europe. In it he examines the 
various methods proposed for the defence of Europe. Henri Massis, in the second essay 
“The Rape of Europe’, considers whether western Europe has no alternative to aligning 
herself with one of the two great power blocs. Both writers believe that the only 
answer is a real Christian renaissance in Europe. (327) 


PEOPLE AND PARLIAMENT. Nigel Nicolson. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 
18s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 192 pages. Index. 
The right of a member of Parliament to vote in accordance with his own principles 
even where they clash with the official policy of his party is inherent in the British 
constitution, but is sometimes difficult for the electorate and the student of party 
politics to understand. Mr. Nicolson, who is a Conservative member, aptly illustrates 
this problem of the free vote in this well-written account of the controversies of recent 
years over capital punishment and the Suez question, and of the difficulties which 
occur when a parliamentary representative and his constituency supporters disagree 
on policy matters of great importance. (328-42)

THE SKILLS OF THE ECONOMIST. Kenneth E. Boulding. Hamish 
Hamilton, 16s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 202 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

Professor Boulding, of the University of Michigan, is well known to students for the 
clear exposition of economic principles in his Economic Analysis, Principles of Economic 
Policy and other works, and this new essay, based on lectures which he delivered at 
the Fundagao Getulio Vargas, in Rio de Janeiro, is likely to be as popular with them 
as with the laymen for whom it is intended. Beginning with a discussion of what 
economics is, he describes, in an engagingly humorous manner, the contributions 
which economists can make to sociology, government, anthropology and the social 
sciences in general. (330) 


THE STATE AND THE INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION IN 
PRUSSIA, 1740-1870. W. O. Henderson. Liverpool University Press

In his well-known Report on Industrial Relations in New Zealand the author included a 

study of the causes of industrial discontent, a subject which he develops in this book. 

Reminding his readers that absenteeism and general slackness can be more serious than 
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strikes, he discusses some of the reasons for workers’ apathy as well as for actual 
disputes, and suggests, from economic and psychological reasoning, how the state, the 
trade unions and individual employers could improve the situation. Dr. Hare is a 
Lecturer in Economics in the University of Leeds.

DECISION-MAKING AND PRODUCTIVITY. Seymour Melman.

For this book on the politics of production the author, who is Associate Professor of 
Industrial and Management Engineering in Columbia University, made an intensive 
study of the labour organisation and management of the Standard Motor Company, 
Coventry. From his observations he decided that the way in which an industrial 
decision is made can affect the rate of output, and that democratic methods can lead 
to high productivity. Industrial managers and students will be interested in his findings, 
and in the mass of data and the recorded discussions with representative managers and 
workers on which they were based.

between trade unions and employers the author, who is Professor of Economics in the 

University of Southampton, discusses the general problem of how far the wage struc- 

ture differs from what it would have been in the absence of trade unions, and what 

economic processes have caused the difference. This is an aspect of the subject which 
tends to be neglected, and Professor Ford offers theories, formed from a careful study 
of actual cases, which will serve as a useful basis for discussion by students of

Although it is generally accepted that one of the evils following the industrial revolu- 

tion in England was the large-scale employment of women in factories, there has 

hitherto been only conjecture as to the proportion who were married. Dr. Hewitt, 

Lecturer in Sociology in the University of Exeter, has made an intensive study of the 

subject from parliamentary papers and other source material of the 1830's to the close 

of the century, especially as regards the employment of married women in the 

Lancashire cotton mills and the Staffordshire potteries. She gives a vivid description 

of the working conditions and the repercussions on family life.

The recurrence of inflation and unemployment in Canada has hitherto been difficult 
to explain for lack of the requisite background of information. Professor Mclvor, who 
is Professor of Economics in McMaster University, admirably meets the need in this 
historical account of the country’s monetary and financial system from the 17th 
century onwards. He describes in detail the change from barter to a currency system 
and traces the development of commercial banking and a uniform note issue. After 
dealing with Canadian finance during and since the two World Wars he shows in 
their true setting the present-day problems of monetary-fiscal control. (332-0971) 
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POLICY AGAINST INFLATION. Roy Harrod. Macmillan, 24s. 1958. 
22°5 cm. 272 pages. Index. 
Writing mainly for intelligent laymen (although the book will be read with even 
greater attention by students of economics) the author considers the long-term 
economic policy which should be adopted to lessen the threat of inflation in Great 
Britain, partly by removing unfounded pessimism at home and abroad as to the 
country’s financial situation. His arguments take into account the theories of Lord 
Keynes as well as the practical lessons derived from experience of both the gold 
standard and a managed currency. Mr. Harrod, who is Nuffield Reader in Inter- 
national Economics, University of Oxford, has written many important works on 
economics.

He goes on to plead that some modification of 
land use outside actual reserves could make the country as a whole into a conservation 
area with little short-term economic loss and with much long-term gain to its resources. 
His theme should be studied by any country that is overpopulated or which is using 
up its natural capital.

The editors of this 

volume, who are respectively Professor of Economics in the University of Michigan 
and Professor of Economic Science in the University of Edinburgh, have here rendered 

a useful service to their fellow economists by collecting representative extracts, written 

in English or translated into it, from the works of fifteen of them and showing their 

significance in an introductory essay. The writers include Adolf Wagner, Kurt 

Wicksell, F. Y. Edgeworth, Paul Leroy-Beaulicu, Enrico Barone and Emil Sax.

University College, London, Miss Donnithorne studies the component parts of the 
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British rubber manufacturing industry as her contribution to the discussion of the cir- 
cumstances which predispose an industry cither to welcome innovations or obstruct 
them. Her researches include the use of rubber in tyres, footwear, industrial belting, 
adhesives, flooring and roads, with an investigation of the changes which can be attri- 
buted to developments in machinery, co-operative research or the influx of new ideas 
from abroad.

This book, by a former lecturer in economics at the London School of Economics, 
now a Fellow of Trinity College, Dublin, is likely to become widely recommended 
reading for university students specialising in economics. Dr. Ryan makes no claim 
to originality of substance, but his new, systematic approach removes the main diffi- 
culties in this important branch of economics. He takes as his starting-point the pur- 
chase plan of the household and the sales and purchase plans of the firm, and illustrates 
their interdependence; from this he proceeds to the theory of relative prices in both 
competitive and imperfectly competitive markets.

In this new edition Professor Haberler has included three papers 

not in the original: ‘Monetary and Real Factors affecting Economic Stability’, his 

article from the Journal of Political Economy on “The Pigou Effect Once More’, and a 

translation of a paper formerly available only in German, “Notes on the Present State 

of Business Cycle Theory’.

The second Indian Five Year Plan depends partly for its success on the supplies of 

additional consumption goods provided by small-scale industries. At the request of 

the Research Programmes Committee of the Planning Commission of the Govern- 
ment of India, Mr. Dhar, a Reader in the Delhi School of Economics, University of 

Delhi, accordingly undertook this statistical survey of such industries. The data include 

details of costs, labour, raw material and other factors in thirteen industries, including 

flour and oil milling, light and general engineering and hosiery and soap manufacture, 
providing information on a little-known branch of Indian economic activity.

This work, first published by the late Professor Potter in 1923, has been a successful 
preliminary reader for students of legal history. Dr. Kiralfy, Reader in Law, King’s 
College, London, who was Professor Potter’s pupil, has thoroughly revised the text 
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which covers the broad aspects of the development of legal institutions and the 
growth of English law.

ON LAW AND JUSTICE. Alf Ross. Stevens & Sons, 42s. 1958. 22 cm.

Considered an outstanding Danish contribution to the study of jurisprudence or the 
science or philosophy of law, this work, by the Professor of Law in the University of 
Copenhagen, rejects the idea of an a priori principle of justice, and is a defence of the 
truly scientific approach to the subject. After a general introduction on problems of 
jurisprudence there are chapters on jurisprudential problems in relation to the doc- 
trinal study of law which cover ‘valid law’, sources, judicial method, terminology, 
rights and fundamental divisions of the law. Then follow chapters on those juris- 
prudential problems in relation to legal politics such as natural law, the idea of justice, 
utilitarianism, science and politics and legal politics.

His candid record of the vicissitudes of the Force itself, of how it fared 

under successive Federal governments, and of how it met problems of recruitment, 

morale, training, etc. gives a more complete picture than most popular accounts do.

Brigade. The author, who writes from first-hand experience, begins with a selection 

of Victoria Crosses gained by the Brigade in World War II, and follows this with a 

brief history illustrating the roots and formation of tradition. From 1941 to 1945 the 

Guards, foremost infantry of the Army, served as armoured units and with tanks, as 

with everything else, they set their own standard. The final section will have strong 

appeal as it tells of pomp and circumstance both through the Foot Guards and through 

the chief exponent of ceremonial today—the Household Cavalry. (355731)

‘THE ADMIRALTY REGRETS...’. The Story of His Majesty's 
Submarines “Thetis’ and ‘Thunderbolt’. C. E. T. Warren and James Benson.

A prelude to the drama of war was the tragic loss of Thetis in June, 1939. This book 
is based mainly on official records, research and evidence of survivors and partly on 
the personal opinions of the authors, who by their submarine training are qualified to 
express them. The brief sea history of Thetis lasted only five hours and ended 160 feet 
down, 38 miles from land with only four men alive of the 103 who sailed in her. The 
major part of the story deals dramatically and poignantly with the boat’s loss and 
salvage, and the remainder with her outstanding war service as Thunderbolt from 1940 
until she was sunk in 1943.

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE PHILOSOPHY OF EDUCATION. 
S.J. Curtis. University Tutorial Press, 128.64. 1958. 21*5 cm. 236 pages. Bibliography.

Conditions of modern life make it particularly necessary for educationists to know 

what are the ultimate aims of the systems of education they are operating. A 

definition of the purpose of education in purely practical terms would leave a number 

of significant problems unresolved. For example, to what extent should children be 
influenced to accept moral and ethical standards? How far should the teacher 
consciously attempt to guide the development of character? These are perhaps 
questions for the philosopher. But Dr. Curtis, a philosopher-educationist, recognises 
that the need for rational explanation of these problems is so widespread that any 

discussion of them in abstruse philosophical terms would be useless. His book is a 

profitable and convincing attempt to establish the relationship between philosophy 

and education in modern terms and is a very useful guide for students undergoing 

teacher-training.

Notably, 
of course, such instruction entails self-revelation and consequent adjustment. The 
differing requirements of the teacher and the social worker are made clear since, 
generally speaking, the teacher deals with the normal and the social worker with the 
abnormal.

conviction and tolerance; he also needs specialist study and training. His closely packed 

chapters contain much valuable information on the background of the Scriptures 
and many suggestions for their effective teaching.

This conference ranged widely over the problems involved in the training of an 
adequate number of scientists in future years. Both formal addresses and general 
discussion merit close study and are concerned with the place of science in the general 
educational system, the scientific education of girls, the training and supply of science 
teachers and the improvement of accommodation and equipment.

THE BIRTH OF NIGERIA’S UNIVERSITY. Kenneth Mellanby.

Dr. Mellanby became ‘Principal Designate’ of University College, Ibadan, at a time 
when there were no other members of staff, no governing body, no students, and 
no buildings. He tells here the fascinating story of the six years during which he 
acquired a site in unsurveyed bush and built up not only the physical structure but 
the staff and educational policy of the College. There were many problems financial, 
technical, human, and administrative, and in describing how they were overcome— 
often by unorthodox means—Dr. Mellanby reveals an attractive personal approach 
to his difficulties, and provides interesting and valuable data for others. (378-669)

HISTORICAL COSTUMES OF ENGLAND FROM THE 
ELEVENTH TO THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. Nancy Bradfield.

Numerous illustrations by the author. 
Divided into thirty-six sections, roughly corresponding to the reigns of British 
sovereigns, this illustrated survey contains hundreds of attractive drawings of 
individual figures taken from contemporary sources, with a commentary on the 
facing page. Since it was first published in 1938 this book has served as a useful 
introduction to the accurate study of period costume. In this second edition the text 
remains substantially the same, but the illustrations are entirely new. They are lively 
and accomplished, most useful for dating pictures, prints, etc., though their value 
for stage-designers and anyone actually making period costumes is reduced by the 
infrequency of drawings showing what the backs of the costumes looked like.

TEACH YOURSELF DANISH. H. A. Koefoed. English Universities 
Press, 78.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 246 pages. Index. (Teach Yourself Series) 
Experts have long held the opinion that Danish could not be self-taught owing to the 
difficult pronunciation of its glottal stop which could only be learnt by oral 
demonstration. Mr. Koefoed now maintains that it is not necessary at an early stage 
to learn the pronunciation of the stop, as the foreigner will gradually learn to 
distinguish it on hearing and imitating spoken Danish. The texts and exercises are 
made interesting. The expounding of the grammar is simple and should be of great 
help to teachers as well. Mr. Koefoed, a former lecturer in Danish at University 
College, London, is to be congratulated on having so successfully filled a great 
need.

INTEGRAL CALCULUS. W. L. Ferrar. Oxford University Press, 353. 

1958. 22 cm. 286 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

This companion volume to the author’s Differential Calculus provides a valuable 
course for mathematicians and scientists in their first two years at the university. 
Details of the reading course (in this book) for both types of student are given. There 
are numerous examples with answers provided. The book comprises three parts: 
the indefinite integral, the definite integral, double and curvilinear integrals. Through- 
out, the definite integral means the Ricmann integral, but a noteworthy feature is a 
chapter on the corresponding Stieltjes integral. The book is well up to the author’s 
customary high expository standard. ($17°3) 


Physics 
FAST REACTIONS IN SOLIDS. F. P. Bowden and A. D. Yoffe. 
Butterworth, 40s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. 
This book follows an earlier one by the same authors The Initiation and Growth of 
Explosions in Liquids and Solids (1952). The subject has advanced considerably since 
that date, to a considerable extent through the work of the authors and their col- 
laborators, and the emphasis in this book is on their own work. The experimental 
methods used in these rather difficult studies are of much wider interest and the 
book will be of interest to chemists and physicists, especially those concerned with 
the study of very fast reactions and their application to explosives and to rocket fuel 
where the fast reaction has to be controlled. Some attention is given to the work of 
other groups. Initiation by heat, shock, light, ionising radiation and spontaneous 
reactions are discussed in turn and there is also a chapter on the fast growth of 
explosions.

VAPOUR-LIQUID EQUILIBRIUM. Eduard Hila, Ji#i Pick, Vojtéch 
Fried and Otakar Vilim. Translated from the Czech by G. Standart. Pergamon 
Press, 90s. 1958. 23°5 cm. 420 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Czechoslovak 
Academy of Sciences, Monographs and Source Material, Chemical Section Publications) 

This excellent book is primarily for research workers; technological subjects such as 

the McCabe-Thiele diagram and rectification calculations are not dealt with. It will 

appeal alike to the university student and the veteran, teaching the former what he 
needs to know and providing a valuable reference book for the latter. Part I deals 
admirably with the thermodynamical theory of ideal and real solutions and, what is 
particularly useful, how this theory is applied in practical cases. Part II is concerned 
with laboratory techniques, especially vapour pressure measurements and the use of 
equilibrium stills. It is rather a pity that low temperature methods which are coming 
increasingly to the fore are not mentioned. Part Ill is an index of data on vapour- 
liquid equilibrium up to February 1957. Tables of algebraic functions used in vapour- 
liquid calculations are given. (536-4) 


STATISTICAL THEORY OF IRREVERSIBLE PROCESSES. 
R. Eisenschitz. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 92 pages. References. 
Index. Paper covers. (Oxford Library of the Physical Sciences) 


This is an advanced text giving the results of recent research. It is not easy reading 
without a good background of thermodynamic theory. Theoretical derivations are 
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given for constants governing viscosity and thermal conductivity in gases and liquids 
based on classical mechanics. Results are derived from quantum mechanics for gases 
and solids. (536-7) 


Chemistry 
ROBERT BOYLE AND SEVENTEENTH-CENTURY CHEM- 
ISTRY. Marie Boas. Cambridge University Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 248 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Boas’s excellent book will be prescribed reading for all with any interest in the 
development of chemistry. Overshadowed by the tremendous advances in physics 
during the 17th century—to which Boyle added his quota—chemistry has usually 
been written off by the historians, before the work of Priestley and Lavoisier. Dr. 
Boas has done a fine piece of work in going to the sources and showing the develop- 
ment of chemistry in something like its true perspective, with Boyle as the central 
figure. We finish with the sense that Boyle and his contemporaries made great 
advances in theoretical chemistry without which the revolution of the following 
century would not have been possible. The author is a Professor of the History of 
Science in the University of California. (540-9) 


Mineralogy 
GEM TESTING. B. W. Anderson. 6th edition. Heywood, 42s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
324 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. Index. 

This edition retains the general arrangement of the sth edition of 1951, but the whole 
work has been reset and the number of illustrations considerably increased. New 
material includes important additions to the range of synthetic stones, an account of 
new testing methods developed by the author, and a chapter on fluorescence as an 
aid to identification. The chapter on the use of the spectroscope has been greatly 
improved by the inclusion of figures showing the absorption spectra of red, yellow, 
green, and blue stones and the text therein shows extensive rearrangement. (549-1)

GEOLOGICAL STRUCTURES AND MAPS. A Course in Intepretation 
with Applications for Civil and Mining Engineers. A. Roberts. 2nd edition. 
Cleaver-Hume Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 100 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Maps. 

This second edition extends the practical applications of structural interpretation by 

additional chapters on civil engineering a mining. Examples of the practical use 

of geological maps in foundation engineering, water supply, oil location, and coal 

mining, round off the general theoretical treatment of the bulk of the work. The 

practice maps are printed with space below for a permanent record of the working, 

and graphical rather than trigonometric methods are emphasised. The book should 

form a valuable basis for class work in a variety of college courses. (550) 


THE ATOM RUSH. Man’s Quest for Radio~active Materials. Harald

This book describes the search for workable deposits of uranium, thorium, beryllium, 

zirconium, lithium, titanium, niobium, tungsten and other rare metals and the 

struggle between mining combines and between nations for the control of these 
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deposits. A short account of methods of locating radioactive ores is included and the 
book ends with a survey of the potential resources of these rare elements in various 
parts of the world today. The emphasis is on the economic and political implications 
and the book is directed at the general reader rather than the mining engineer.

WESSEX BEFORE THE CELTS. J. F. S. Stone. Thames & Hudson, 25s.

This useful and well-illustrated book, which covers the archaeology of Wessex from 
the Mesolithic hunters to the Early Iron Age, is more a textbook for the student 
than a survey for the general reader, as it assumes a knowledge of the technical terms 
of archaeology, concentrates on detailed evidence from excavations, and is cautious 
in its deductions about Neolithic and Bronze Age ways of life, though a dry humour 
and an occasional vivid detail enliven it. The careful analysis of successive stages and 
possible Mycenean influences at Stonehenge, in the light of recent excavations, is 
illuminating, as is the use of petrological evidence to work out trade-routes. The 
separation of plates and their captions is not helpful for rapid reference.  ($71-0942)

MAN’S EMERGING MIND. Man’s Progress through Time—Trees, Ice, 
Flood, Atoms and the Universe. N. J. Berrill. Dennis Dobson, 21s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
320 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Professor Berrill draws on his wide biological knowledge to present in intelligible 
terms a popular account of the complex evolution of man and particularly of his 
mind, culture, and thought processes. Of great significance is the breadth of man’s 
activities, here commented on in a work which is permeated by a rare sympathy and 
spirituality. While the book can be understood by imaginative people, it will repay 
careful study by zoologists, anthropologists, sociologists, and theologians; for here 
is a really integrated, though essentially biological, approach to an assessment of 
man’s real status in the world today, the processes which have determined it and, 
perhaps, the way forward. (573-3) 


THE DAWN OF LIFE. J. H. Rush. English Universities Press, 15s. 1958.

In this simply written yet erudite work Dr. Rush analyses the problem of his subject 
in its many facets from the origin of the solar system through the origin of life to 
the development of mind in Man. While he takes care to present different theories, 
he nevertheless emphasises his own particular partiality and this he weaves into a 
singularly satisfying picture. Dr. Rush is, indeed, to be complimented on the wide 
range of the information presented in a form which is a model of the current trend 
in “Popular Science’ writing. (574)

AN INTRODUCTION TO ETHNOBOTANY. P. J. Faulks. Moredale 
Publications, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 160 pages. Index. 

This is a very interesting account, which should appeal to readers generally, of the 

various relationships between man and vegetation. The author, who is Lecturer in 

Agricultural Botany in the University of Aberdeen, first describes the ways in which 

vegetation is useful to man, and then, obversely, the physical and psychological ills 
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it may cause him. The latter half of the book deals with the effects of civilisation on 
vegetation, and with certain aspects of the relationship between vegetation and 
mankind collectively, such as plant production and world population. (581-6) 


DRAWINGS OF BRITISH PLANTS. Being [Illustrations of the 
Species of Flowering Plants growing naturally in the British Isles. Part XII.

Miss Ross-Craig has continued with her herculean task of illustrating the British 

flora without once flagging or wavering from her high standard. This volume, which 

deals with part of the large family Umbelliferae, shows her work at its most attractive, 
since the delicacy of flower and leaf characteristic of Britain’s native parsleys and 
chervils suits her fine and detailed draftsmanship. The family is one which young 
botanists (and some older ones) find difficult to identify. Miss Ross-Craig’s enlarged 
details will be a great help.

The death of Ylla has robbed the world of one of its most outstanding animal photo- 
graphers. It was in the preparation of the present work that she met with the accident 
which ended her life, but the material was virtually complete. Besides some extra- 
ordinary photographs, in black-and-white and colour, of animals in action or repose, 
this attractive volume includes extracts from her notes and diaries. (591-954)

Dr. Bannerman, who is at the moment producing an elaborate 10-12 volume work 

on British birds, has also found time for this equally handsome book on Cyprus 

birds. Cyprus has an interesting bird fauna and is near one of the main migration 
streams. Many ornithologists have visited it and the published results of their 
observations are scattered throughout the journals. The author and his wife have 
drawn all this material together and added their own observations to make a really 
comprehensive and authoritative account. The illustrations add to the attractiveness 
of the book.

ON THE TRACK OF UNKNOWN ANIMALS. Bernard Heuvelmans.

This is more than a translation of the two-volume book published in French in 1955, 

since many changes have been made and new material added.

tion and literature have been sifted and the encyclopaedic knowledge displayed must 
hold the attention of the reader, whether professional biologist or not. Discoveries, 
even during the present century, of large animals whose existence was quite unexpected 
should make us chary of disbelieving even the tallest of Dr. Heuvelmans’ stories.

These two volumes conclude this History, which covers the subject from the Old 
Stone Age to the later 19th century. The period covered here, 1750 to the beginning 
of the 20th century, saw such an increase in the pace of discovery and application 
that, to solve the problems of selection, the editors have had to seek ‘througho ut to 
follow the main lines of evolution and to avoid the by-ways’. In the final volume 
they were faced with the increasing complexity of the subject and the interaction of 
one branch of technology with another. They have produced a very readable work 
of reference, although the references to the literature are sparse; only a short list of 
books is given at the end of each chapter. (609)

THE MATRIX OF MEDICINE. Some Social Aspects of Medical Practice. 
Edited by Nicolas Malleson. Pitman Medical Publishing Co. 45s. 1958. 22°5 cm.

The theme underlying these thirteen essays is that social medicine should not be 

considered as a separate branch of study but as being concerned with the relationship 

between society and any branch of the practice of medicine. Dr. Malleson’s team of 
seventeen, mostly clinicians, therefore discuss interactions between their own 
specialty and society. While dealing mainly with the structure of society in the 

United Kingdom, with the exception of Cicely Williams’ contribution on nutrition 

which refers to conditions in the tropics, their essays have a relevance for similar 

industrial communities. Topics include health education, nursing, the student health 
service, industrial medicine, geriatric care, somatopsychics and chest disease.

CALL THE DOCTOR. A Social History of Medical Men. E. S. Turner. 
Michael Joseph, 21s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Mr. Turner, a social historian, is not primarily concerned in this book with the 
progress of medical science but with the evolution of the medical man as a member 
of society. The story begins in the 14th century, when the doctor was freeing himself 
from soothsayers. It follows his troubled course through centuries in which the 
profession had to battle against internal rivalries as well as against the Church and the 
Law, battles which delayed professional progress until the r9th century and compared 
with which National Health Service problems seem negligible. Call the Doctor is a 
diverting story, full of bizarre episodes and cogent anecdote. (610-695) 


A HISTORY OF MEDICINE. Douglas Guthrie. 2nd edition. Nelson, 42s.

There is still in the United Kingdom no compulsory teaching of medical history in 

medical schools. However, the necessity for an historical “background has been 

recognised and the steady demand for the first edition of Mr. Guthrie’s work, 

published in 1945, confirms the need for a single-volume general work. The new 

edition includes references to recent medico-historical research; some amendments

have been incorporated into the text and others appear in a supplement. The book 
will continue to be of considerable interest to the general reader as well as to the 
student of medical history.

This excellent textbook revised by the Professor of Anatomy and Demonstrator of 

Radiological Anatomy in two London medical schools retains its aim to elucidate 

features ‘accessible to examination in the living subject’, and thus to co-ordinate the 

study of the living body by external examination and physical methods, such as 
radiology, with the course of dissections. The fourth edition has many new and 
fine radiographs and illustrations, including bronchograms and angiograms; the text, 
beautifully set out, is much revised and rearranged so that techniques are now dis- 
cussed in the introduction on general anatomy and methods. Among the textual 
alterations to be noted is the rewritten section on bronchography. (611) 


THE STORY OF BLOOD. Kenneth Walker. Herbert Jenkins, 21s. 1958. 
22°5 cm. 214 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
Mr. Kenneth Walker, a surgeon and a prolific writer on medical subjects, explains 
in his first two chapters the physiology of unicellular bloodless organisms and the use 
of blood in religious rites, superstitions and covenants. The remainder of the book 
deals with the scientific viewpoint from Harvey’s discovery of the circulation to the 
use of the extracorporeal circulation apparatus in modern heart surgery. There are 
chapters on blood pressure, diseases and transfusion, and, throughout, modern 
knowledge is shown against an historical background. Mr. Walker’s clearly written, 
authoritative work is intended for the intelligent layman whose knowledge of the 
function of this ‘very special juice’ is too often confused by superstition and half- 
understood theories. (612-11) 


BIOCHEMISTRY AND THE CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM. 
Henry Mcllwain. 2nd edition. Churchill, 45s. 1959. 24-5 cm. 296 pages. Diagrams.

This monograph by the Professor of Biochemistry at the Institute of Psychiatry, 

London University, derived from his teaching and research experience, is of great 

interest to biochemists, neurochemists and neurophysiologists, neurologists and 

psychiatrists. It is concerned, too, with related aspects of pharmacology and endo- 
crinology. It makes liberal reference to classical and also recent papers, a quarter of 
which have been published since the previous edition (1955). The many advances 
since that time have necessitated the rewriting of a quarter of the text and the 
incorporation of new matter in at least three-quarters of its pages. This is an 
authoritative exposition of a subject to which the author himself has made original 
contributions. (612-82) 


OUR NUCLEAR FUTURE. Facts, Dangers and Opportunities. Edward 
Teller and Albert L. Latter. Secker & Warburg, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 184 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. 

The authors’ intention is to present, as factually as possible, the arguments for and 

against the testing of nuclear bombs, in the belief that the man-in-the-street must be

fully acquainted with the facts of the case if he is to make useful decisions. The book 
gives a simple account of the physics of the subject followed by a description of what 
happens when a bomb is tested, and goes on to discuss the after effects associated 
with fall-out and radioactive contamination. Unfortunately there is some tendency 
to over-estimate the extent of our knowledge of both the long and short term effects 
of radiation, and much of the political discussion is based, not on facts, but on the 
authors’ own opinions. Nevertheless, this book should be studied by everyone who 
is concerned about the possible effects of continued nuclear tests. (614-715)

PEPTIDES WITH ANTIMETABOLIC ACTIVITY. Editors for the 
Ciba Foundation: G. E. W. Wolstenholme and Cecilia M. O’Connor.

American, British and European scientists contributed to this symposium held in 

London in March, 1958. The seventeen papers and subsequent discussions, besides 

providing biochemists, chemists and pathologists with an up-to-date documented 

survey of recent research, give the views of the participants upon the many outstaading 
problems and suggest future lines of research. Structure, activity relationships, action 
mechanisms, biosynthesis, and the clinical effects of substances in this group were 
discussed, and among other subjects under review were the influence of amino acid 
deficiencies on experimental cancer chemotherapy, the interference of azaserine in 
purine biosynthesis, clinical and biological studies with actinomycin, the chemistry of 
etamycin, and bacitracin. (615+329)

Forty-six research workers, actively engaged upon related problems in the clinical 

and scientific fields, attended a symposium held at Alderley Park, Cheshire, in 

October, 1957. This volume gives a documented account of the proceedings, in- 

cluding the nine papers presented in the course of the two sessions. During the first 

session, over which Professor J. M. McMichael presided, there were contributions 
dealing with sexual differences in the toxicity and therapeutic action of chemical 
substances, morphological evaluation of toxicity, determination of efficacy and safety, 
and testing drugs for toxicity. During the second, which had as chairman Professor 

G. Payling Wright, the subjects discussed were allergic reactions, toxic action on 

bone marrow and liver, and the actions of drugs on subcellular structures. (615s)

The Professor of Pathology, Guy’s Hospital Medical School, emphasises the im- 

portance to undergraduate medical students of an understanding of the general 

principles underlying disease mechanisms to enable them later to apply scientific 
advances to clinical problems. The textbook, based upon his own teaching experience 
and now accepted as a standard in British medical schools, expounds the principles of 
pathology as a basic science related to biology and physiology, and the fundamentals 
of disease causation. The Introduction has been revised to take cognisance of the 
advances over the last four years, and the references to original papers now include 
many American and European contributions. (616) 
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FUNGOUS DISEASES AND THEIR TREATMENT. Edited by

This reference book of interest to research workers and physicians, and to those 

specialising in diseases of the chest and skin, in gynaecology, obstetrics and paediatrics, 

derives from a symposium organised by the British Postgraduate Medical Federation 
and held in London in 1957. It presents the edited communications of the thirty-four 
participants and includes papers by American, French and Belgian authors which 
give an up-to-date documented account of present knowledge and opinions. Not the 
least useful outcome of the symposium is the clear definition of problems still un- 
solved. Part 1 deals with pathology, clinical features and epidemiology, Part 2 with 
treatment, and while throughout the text the importance of certain new methods is 
stressed, particularly as regards treatment, due weight is given to more conservative 
views.

DIFFUSE LESIONS OF THE STOMACH. An Account with Special 
Reference to the Value of Gastric Biopsy. Ian J. Wood and Leon I. Taft. Edward

This Australian study is from the Clinical Research Unit, Walter and Eliza Hall 

Institute, Royal Melbourne Hospital, where, since 1948, the authors have concentrated 

their attention upon gastrointestinal disease in adults, in the course of which they 

evolved a special technique for gastric biopsy using a flexible gastric biopsy tube. 

They review the literature, and give their own experience as regards methods of 

investigation, structural changes, symptoms, actiology and treatment of acute and 

chronic gastritis, diffuse giant hypertrophic gastritis, gastric atrophy, pernicious 
anaemia and subacute degeneration of the cord. Peptic ulcer and carcinoma are not, 
of course, included in this study except to examine their relation to chronic gastritis.

This documented study, intended for those responsible for transfusion services, gives 
much practical information, hitherto scattered through periodical literature. The 
Director, North London Transfusion Service, first deals with the safeguarding of 
donor and recipient, and the collection of blood, and then gives a factual account of 
the organisation and working of the National Blood Transfusion Service and the 
relation between the hospital, pathologist and laboratory, together with the regula- 
tions relating to the issue and giving of blood. The rest of the text is concerned with 
techniques and clinical aspects, indications for and treatment by transfusion, including 
a section on open heart surgery, transfusion reactions and their treatment, and the 
various hazards. Dr. James also discusses bacterial contamination of transfusion blood 
and includes a chapter on legal aspects, upon both of which subjects he is an authority.

An up-to-date reference book, unique in English and excellently documented, which 
will be invaluable to research workers, clinicians and postgraduate students. Attention 
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is paid to the historical background; the first classical descriptions of a disease are often 
used, and thence the main developments are traced until the present day. When 
various views are held, the authors assess them in the light of present knowledge and 
indicate the main problems still outstanding. Approximately half the text was written 
by the late J. G. Greenfield, who contributed among others the chapters on general 
pathology of the nerve cell and neuroglia, and on infectious diseases. Also a substantial 
contributor, A. Meyer writes the chapter on epilepsy, R. A. Norman on malformation, 
birth injury and diseases of early life, and W. H. McMenemey on the dementias and 
progressive diseases of the basal ganglia. (616-8) 


PSYCHIATRY AND THE PUBLIC HEALTH. G. R. Hargreaves.

These five lectures by the Nuffield Professor of Psychiatry, Leeds University, offer 

most interesting reading to those concerned with the promotion of health in the 

community, from medical officers of health to health visitors, and psychiatrists to 
general practitioners. Professor Hargreaves, in a delightful style, reviews the history 
of psychiatry, its contribution to the moulding of a healthy society, legislation in the 

United Kingdom and the development of psychiatric services down to the present 

day. He devotes one lecture to the family doctor’s role as psychologist and psycho- 

therapist, and finally discusses the place of psychiatry in the local health authority 

services, such as maternity and child welfare, and aftercare. (616-89)

students working for their final examination, for physiotherapists, and as guide to 
practitioners regarding diagnosis and treatment, in the course of which their patients 
may seck their advice, and also possible complications. The text is excellently

Professor Gask was associated, the Director of the Surgical Professorial Unit, St.

and based it upon his experience in that hospital. The arrangement of the work is 

little altered; it deals with anatomy and physiology, then proceeds to studies of 
sympathectomy for disorders of the peripheral circulation, arterial hypertension, 
hyperhidrosis, causalgia and visceral pain. But whereas the previous editions were 
mainly concerned first with methods and then with the results of operation, this is 
valuable for its elucidation of indications for sympathectomy and advice as to the 
procedure of choice in any given condition. The monograph gives an authoritative 
assessment of the uses of sympathectomy.

These papers deal with a very wide range of topics from safety considerations to the 

detailed design of specialised facilities, both for experimental small scale operation 

and for large scale technological operation. The special topics are far too numerous 

to recount. The emphasis is perhaps rather on @- and B-emitters and on external 

radiation hazards. Although there is some information also on y-shielding there is 

little detail on multicurie y-cells and water shielded facilitics which are becoming 

important with the increasing use of radiation sources. The book will be essential to 
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scientists and engineers concerned in the elaboration and design of radiation protected 
equipment. It is extremely well edited, overlap being largely avoided, and it is very 
well produced.

The author, a volunteer naval officer and an eminent lawyer with scientific training, 

was engaged in special duties during World War Il. Arising from his detailed in- 

vestigations into shipping losses, he invented and developed plastic armour for 
merchant ships, played a leading part in the creation of the rocket bomb, devised 
security rules and conduct for oil-fired vessels in convoy, and carried out assessments 
of Allied bomb damage to enemy vital points. It is a revealing and entertaining story 
and the background of these well-told adventures is the Battle of the Atlantic, the 
longest and most intense campaign of the war. (623) 


NEW BOAT FOR OLD. C. N. Davies. Faber, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 136 ages. 
Illustrations by Geoffrey Allen and John O’H. Ashdown. Photographs a plan 
by the author. Index. 

From sailing canoes the author aspired to an ex-Navy twenty-five foot whaler bought 

blind from Scotland. This arrived damaged and rudderless, and the valuable ex- 

perience gained in making her seaworthy encouraged the conversion to a cabin 
yacht. How this hard work was achieved by the owner and his equally enthusiastic 
tamily on the Essex saltings without power tools is related in detail that never bores 

but raises the absorbing story up to almost textbook standard. (623-822)

Engineering. Howard Macoun Sherrard. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, 
Australia), 10s.

[his book, written by an experienced road engineer, discusses the problems of the 

design and construction of roads primarily for young Australian engineers engaged 

in highway engineering. However, it will prove of interest in countries which are 
in process of developing their road systems and have climates and traffic resembling 
those of Australia. The treatment of the subject begins with a thorough examination 
of the nature of soil and drainage followed by pavement design, materials, con- 
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struction plant and methods, and organisation of construction. The book concludes 
with a chapter on administration and finance.

FLYING WITNESS. Harry Harper and the Golden Age of Aviation.

Early in the century when flying was still in its most elementary stage, the press 
were anything but encouraging. There was one enthusiastic exception for which 
Harry Harper became the first air reporter and he has remained in this field ever 
since. This well-told story is based on his personal recollections and covers the 
development of the heavier-than-air machine from 1906 to 1914. Harper was on 
friendly terms with all the great pioncers and is able to add many intimate details to 
their successes and more numerous failures. Publicity played an important part in 
these formative years and this excellent record of its contribution deserves wide 
recognition.

THE AEROPLANE PICTORIAL REVIEW (No. 3). Compiled by

covers military, agricultural, transport, helicopter and convertiplane, research craft 
and test-beds as well as missiles, and concludes with a short survey of people, events 
and places prominent in aviation over the year.

FARM BUSINESS MANAGEMENT: Its Principles and Applications.

The only practical farmer in this country who is also a member of the British Institute 
of Management, Mr. Pearce is perhaps better qualified than anyone else to present 
this work on farming for profit. He writes in a practical manner for progressive 
farmers and students who aim to make the most of modern technological develop- 
ments in agriculture, and his advice should prove equally valuable to those at home 
and abroad. The subject matter is arranged under the three essential divisions of 
business management, namely accountancy, budgeting and control. (631-1) 


THE GRAFTER’S HANDBOOK. R. J. Garner. 2nd edition. Faber, 25s.

This is an important book by an expert (drawing on his long experience at the East 
Malling Research Station) suitable for professional horticulturists and students. 
First published in 1947, and now revised to include the latest developments, it deals 
comprehensively with every aspect of the subject: general principles, compatibility, 
the raising of rootstocks (from seed and by vegetative propagation), the selection of 
scions, basic methods of grafting and their application to tree-raising in the nursery 
and the grafting of established trees. The copious illustrations (photographs and 
drawings) of work in progress and its later results complement an admirably lucid 
text.

The miniature trees and shrubs here described (naturally slow growing, not artificially 
dwarfed and deformed) include conifers, roses and a selection of other shrubs. The 
entry for each plant records its place of origin, annual rate of growth and ultimate 
height, followed by a brief description and notes on its propagation, cultivation and 
special foibles. The book is based on the author’s experience as a nursery gardener 
and designer of miniature gardens and is beautifully produced and copiously illus- 
trated with charming photographs of growing plants and drawings of individual 
sprays of foliage. (635-977)

CAGE BIRDS IN COLOUR. J. J. Yealland. Witherby, 9s.6d. 1958. 19 cm, 
130 pages. Illustrations in colour by Henning Anthon. Index. (Nature in Colour

This is a worthy successor to the previous volume in the series on tropical aquarium 

fish. The paintings by the Danish artist Henning Anthon are well reproduced and 

arranged; it is refreshing to have them on a sufficiently large scale to show the 
plumage details properly. The text, by the Curator of Birds at the London Zoo, is 
brief, but has condensed much detail about the range and habits of each species in 
the wild. Information is also given about how best to tend the favourite species and 
groups in captivity and what foods they prefer. There is also a short general section 
on keeping birds in cage and aviary. (636-686) 


THE BEAUTY OF CATS. Introductory essay by Brian Vesey-Fitzgerald. 
Max Parrish, 30s. 1958. 27-5 cm. 32 pages. of text. 128 pages. of photographs. 
The well-known naturalist Brian Vesey-Fitzgerald writes briefly but informatively 
about different breeds of cats in the middle of a diverting and affectionate essay on 
Quinney, the most outstanding of the cats of his household. This essay, from which 
we learn a good deal about the character, behaviour and intelligence of cats, is the 
prelude to a collection of magnificent photographs by various skilled photographers 
of these attractive felines—of every sort, size and age, in a variety of moods, postures 
and situations. A collection difficult to beat, it cannot fail to captivate the cat-lover 
and should win others to an appreciation of these delightfully individual and 
independent creatures. (636-8)

WHALES AND WHALING. Paul Budker. Translated from the French.

Whales are one of the few groups of economically valuable animals about which an 
international agreement has been achieved, so that their hunting is subjected to varying 
restrictions according to current scientific estimates of their populations. For the 
general reader, who has little opportunity to get to know about whales and whaling, 
the author, who is Sub-Director of the Natural History Museum in Paris, gives a 
very readable account, competently translated, of the systematic groups of whales 
and their habits and discusses the evolution of hunting methods in relation to the 
threatened depletion of stocks. (639-28) 
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ALL ABOUT TROPICAL FISH. Derek Mclnerny and Geoffrey Gerard. 
Harrap, 75s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 480 pages. Illustrations (many in colour) photographed 
by Brian Barratt. Diagrams. Index. 

Mr. Mclnerny is well experienced in the keeping of tropical fish. Considerable care 

has been expended on the first few chapters, which describe how to make aquaria 

and how to keep the environment correctly balanced for the health of the fish. The 
bulk of the book is taken up with descriptive sections of the many species now 
available, most of which are illustrated. The reproduction and fidelity of the colour 
photographs must receive high praise and they have been printed as insets to the 
text, which avoids tedious hunting through plates. (639-34)

A COOK’S TOUR. Being an account of a culinary journey by car from 
London to New Delhi. Robin Howe. Dent, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 242 pages. Illustrations 
by lonicus.

The author, a well-known writer on food, collected these recipes with great dis- 
crimination in the course of her journey. She devotes a chapter, with a vivid intro- 
ductory sketch, to each of the countries she visited. Nearly all the dishes described 
can be made quite easily by anyone with access to a good continental and oriental 
store, though a few are included for their exotic interest. To have skimmed the 
cream of the best cuisine of twelve countries, from France to India, is indeed a cook’s 
tour de force; and the result should delight both readers of cookery books and collectors 
of recipes.

The authors review in detail the make-up of the aerosol pack for such 
varied uses, and discuss the formulation of products to be packed in this way, the 
propellant gases used to get the contents out of the can, the actual container and its 
valve, and finally packing methods including mechanical equipment. This excellent 
work will be invaluable as a source of reference to all concerned with the varied aspects 
of the industry.

In this revised edition of a book first published in 1944 many chapters, notably those 

on boilers and auxiliary plants, furnaces, instrumentation, thermostatic control and 

the utilisation of liquid fuel, have been brought up to date and those on heat trans- 
mission and the flow of fluids have been completely rewritten. Appendices give 
valuable tables and data. Nuclear energy does not come within the scope of the book, 
but coal and oil have been dealt with brilliantly. This is essentially a textbook written 
by the expert for the student engineer or chemist, but much of it will also be of interest 
to the layman.

It contains a collection of thermochemical data presented in 

a convenient form and, what is of immense value in work of this type, an assessment 

of the accuracy of all the data presented. In this third edition the tables have been 

brought up to date and small modifications have been made in the text, which 
contains sections on the theoretical basis, experimental methods, the estimation of 
thermochemical data and examples of thermochemical treatment of metallurgical

Mr. Lloyd presents here in readable form a vast amount of well-digested knowledge 

and information never befoxe available in English. Other well-known books on 

Mr. Lloyd has chosen 
to study selected masterpieces and complicated clocks, many by continental makers, 
which have been neglected by other writers. The book deals mainly with the 
mechanical, astronomical, and scientific aspects of clocks, and is essentially a book 
for the horological specialist rather than the general reader. As such it is an out- 
standing work, perhaps the most noteworthy in the field over the past ten years, and 
wholly to be recommended.

This volume intended for the first year student deals with methods of construction 
of foundations, walls, floors, and roofs of smaller buildings. The author sets out to 
organise the reader’s mind so that the right things are thought of in the right sequence 
and, by giving roughly the right weight to such diverse interests as building science, 
cheapness of method and ease of working at the site, he creates the right attitude 
towards an understanding of some of the relatively newer forms of construction that 
have been incorporated in building practice. This is a well written book, well 
illustrated with many diagrams.

Sir John 
Rothenstein, the present Director, has written a short account of the history of the 
Gallery as an introduction to the colour plates which are the main feature of this 
handsome volume. Both colour and monochrome plates, which are accompanied 
by a descriptive letterpress, give a good idea of the quality and diversity of the 
pictures and sculptures acquired in little more than a half a century. The British 
School occupies about half of the total space: two sections follow dealing with 
modern foreign painting and sculpture.

The post-war art of thirteen countries is discussed by an international team of critics 

in this imposing volume, which reveals how, in little more than a decade, the abstract 

style of painting has been developing more or less simultaneously in all countries 
outside the Russian bloc until it must now be considered as the characteristic style of 
the mid-2oth century, as representational painting is considered typical of the roth 
century. The student and intelligent layman sincerely interested in what is happening 
in avant-garde circles will find much guidance in most of the essays as well as insight 
into the meaning of such current terms and jargon as ‘action painting’, ‘tachism’, or 

‘abstract expressionism’. The numerous colour plates are specially valuable in training 

the eye to appreciate the tension, explosive colour, and space effects which gradually 

reveal themselves the more one looks at the extraordinary productions of contem- 

porary painters.

ART AND ARCHITECTURE IN ITALY, 1600 TO 1750. Rudolf 
Wittkower. Penguin Books, 70s. 1958. 26-5 cm. 644 pages. Numerous illustrations.

Italian architecture, sculpture and painting of the baroque period receive magisterial 

presentation in this treatise by an eminent art historian. The book is divided into three 

parts, corresponding to the Early, High, and Late Baroque periods, with an intro- 
ductory chapter to each period in which the religious background, contributions of 
leading figures, both artists and patrons, and other general features are concisely 
defined. Then follow detailed discussions of specific works selected for their ‘intrinsic 
merit and historical importance’. There are many brilliant passages relating artistic 
developments to the mental climate of each period. The three great Roman baroque 
architects—Bernini, Borromini, and Pietro da Cortona—dominate the middle sections 
of the book, but the contribution of other Italian artistic centres such as Naples, Turin, 
and Venice is also studied in detail. The notes and annotated bibliography contain 
important reading matter for specialists. A superlative section of plates concludes a 
distinguished book.

The 
text is well adapted to the needs of the general reader and of school and college 
libraries, with the further merit of giving attention also to the religious and social 
background of Chinese civilisation. It is the author’s hope that his book will arouse 
in his readers a desire to continue their studies in greater depth by consulting the more

It is the work of an eminent American archi- 
tectural historian, and consists of a detailed commentary on Wright’s work over a | 
riod of more than fifty years, fully illustrated with photographs and plans. The 

end is a reprint without additional material, but is none the worse for that. Wright, 

now in his nineticth year, is still an active architectural practitioner. Although an 

individualist, standing outside the main stream of the modern architectural movement, 

he has had an immense influence on present-day architecture in all western countries.

An account of the minor pieces of furniture which have been used since Elizabethan 
times to serve various domestic purposes and to ‘transform a house into a home’. The 
authors review the development of over a score of individual pieces, including corner- 
cupboards, fire-screens, hanging shelves, knife cases, occasional tables, stools, trays, and 
tea caddies. A work of this nature needs plenty of illustrations, and these are provided 
here in fairly generous measure. An instructive early chapter on the organisation of 
the house-furnisher’s shop givcs some idea of the social and economic background of 
the diverse pieces of minor furniture described in this delightful book. (749°3)

WATER COLOUR OUT OF DOORS. Francis Russell Flint.

Francis Russell Flint begins his book with a brisk account, illustrated with photographs 
by Ivor Sharp, of what it is like to paint out of doors on a cold, sunny day. This is 
followed by more technical chapters for studio work indoors, and a concluding section 
of annotated colour plates of works by old masters and modern artists. In Henry Carr’s 
book (first published in 1952) the novice is taken on a course of portrait painting 
which includes equipment, method of work, sittings, different types of portraits, and 
the special problems of details of the human head and face. Both books are addressed 
to the enthusiastic amateur.

The two books, therefore, do not overlap but supplement each other, and the 
present contribution on this strange German painter of the late middle ages is one 
which the serious student will want to possess.

This new series of art books reproduces in a crisp format, accompanied by intro-

particularly close to modern feeling’. Among the first titles are these selections from 
the works of Manet and Dufy, two attractive and colourful painters of the modern 
French school.

Among the finest examples of the delicate, courtly art which flourished at Herat, the 

capital of the Timurid dynasty in Persia, and in other centres, are the coloured book 

illustrations and miniatures found in manuscript copies of the Persian literary classics. 

In this further volume in a well-known series Mr. Pinder-Wilson has selected for 

reproduction ten fine examples from the British Museum collections in London; he 

supplies an introduction on the somewhat involved political history of the time and 
detailed notes on each plate. (759°955)

PHOTOGRAPH PROCESSING. Basic Techniques for the Amateur. 
John Blaxland. Newnes, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 172 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
A guide to the correct handling of sensitive photographic materials and chemicals 
during processing. Early sections deal with materials, cameras, and darkrooms, follow- 
ing — have been devoted to methods of processing both negative and positive 
material, retouching and mounting. For the amateur who aims to produce negatives 
and prints of good quality, this book will be of great value for reference. (770) 


PROGRESS IN PHOTOGRAPHY 1955-1958. Volume Three of an 
International Record. Editor-in-Chief: D. A. Spencer. Focal Press, sos. 1958. 
24°5 cm. 168 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. References. Index. 

Progress in Photography is the only comprehensive reference work of its kind and unique 

in its international scope as well. It records the significant advance achieved by scien- 

tific research and technological development all over the world, making photography 

a more versatile and efficient tool. The main sections of the present volume cover 

theory and materials, new techniques and special applications, the economics of the 

photographic industry and the literature of photography. Most interesting are the 
reports on progress from Soviet Russia, and comparative surveys of amateur colour 

print processes in all parts of the world. (770) 


Music 
COMPOSERS ON MUSIC. An Anthology of Composers’ Writings. 
Edited by Sam Morgenstern. Faber, 32s.6d. 1958. 22°5 cm. 608 pages. Musical 
examples. Bibliography. Index. 
The eighty-nine composers here represented range from Palestrina down to the 
moderns, with a special section on living American musicians, as befits a book 
originally published in America. The letters and other writings of the classical masters 
have been printed many times before. The book is most useful for its extracts from 
the writings of 16th and 17th century composers, because little of what they wrote is 
available in translation or a modern edition. Some of the more recent material will 
be unfamiliar to English readers—Dvofak’s long, penetrating essay on music in the 
America of 1896, for example. The book also shows amusingly how often in the past 
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composers have proclaimed the decadence of their art. The music-lover with a feeling 
for history will find this a most enjoyable book for browsing. (780-8) 


THE NOTATION OF MEDIEVAL MUSIC. Carl Parrish. Faber, 42s. 
1958. 24 cm. 246 pages. Illustrations. Music examples. Bibliography. Indexes. 
For university teachers and advanced students this is an indispensable textbook, lucid, 
scholarly and fully representative within its chosen period—the late 9th century to the 
early 15th. The author, a Professor at Vassar College in America, has selected the 
plates from MSS most carefully, with a view to illustrating the development of nota- 
tion from the Gregorian, through modal, to the French and Italian “Ars nova’, and the 
Franconian styles of writing. He discusses all the fine points of the notational signs with 
exemplary objectivity, carefully giving alternative transcriptions, with the reasons for 
them, when the interpretation (as often) is in dispute. He pays especial attention to 
problems of pitch, rhythm and tempo, and shows how they are often related to the 
rhythm of the words. A notable feature of the book is the clear discussion of many 
complicated points of liturgical use and practice. (781-24) 


NEW STORIES OF GRAND OPERA. Gladys Davidson. T. Werner 
Laurie, 18s. 1958. 19 cm. 268 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
In recent years, there have been heard in English theatres and on the B.B.C. Third 
Programme a good many unfamiliar operas, which were not included in Miss 
Davidson’s widely popular Standard Stories from the Operas. This new volume com- 
prises forty-two of them, ranging from Handel to Busoni. The narratives, which are 
given in considerable detail, make one realise what a strange world of legend, romance 
and history lies behind the work of the librettist. This form of presentation, un- 
trammelled by relation to the musical action, should make the stories easily remem- 
bered by the reader when he comes to listen to these operas. (782-08) 


BALLET MUSIC. Roger Fiske. Harrap, 12s.6d. 1958. 25°5 cm. 88 pages. 
Illustrations. Music examples. 
The aim of this admirable, beautifully produced volume, is to help the balletomane 
to greater pleasure through a real understanding of the importance of music in its 
relation to the action and choreography of a ballet. Dr. Fiske, a well-known broad- 
caster and music educationist, confines himself to music specially written for the 
ballet, and wisely excludes all music which was never intended for dancing. He 
analyses a dozen works in great detail, from ‘Giselle’ up to Britten’s ‘Prince of the 
Pagodas’, and shows how their musical structure is subtly related to the action. He 
makes many most interesting points about the use of the ‘leitmotif’, on principles that 
are familiar in opera. (782-95) 


MUSIC IN MEDIAEVAL BRITAIN. Frank LI. Harrison. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, 60s. 1958. 22 cm. $10 pages. Illustrations. Map. Diagrams. Musical 
examples. Bibliography. Indexes. (Studies in the History of Music) 

In this brilliant, scholarly and very readable book, the first full-length study of its 

subject, ‘music’ means almost exclusively church music, but in the widest sense. 

Dr. Harrison discusses the many subtle forms—plainsong, mass, motet, antiphon, 

magnificat, etc.—not only as part of a rich and continually evolving musical art, but 

in their fall liturgical significance as well. He takes great pains to relate the liturgy 
to the architectural plan and spiritual purpose of cathedral, church and chapel. As the 
background to this, he describes the life of the various communities and orders whose 
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being was centred on liturgical observance. It is this comprehensiveness and power of 
relating the countless parts to a complex historical and musical whole that makes this 
book an indispensable work for university students. (783-20942) 


THE ENGLISH CAROL. Erik Routley. Herbert Jenkins, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 
272 pages. Illustrations. Map. Musical examples. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Carols go back to the Middle Ages, when ballads began to be associated with music 
for ritual and quasi-liturgical purposes. After carols had become closely connected 
with church plays, they reached an ever-widening public during the Renaissance, only 
to be sternly repressed in the next century by the Puritans. All these stages are traced 
in great detail in this rewarding book by Dr. Routley, who is an authority on church 
music. He brings to the later periods the same enthusiasm and erudition as to the 
earlier, and never fails to give his sources. He shows how the 19th century and the 
effects of the industrial revolution revived the carol in both study and performance, 
and he devotes a most interesting chapter to the fruitful effect of foreign influences 
on the English style. (783-6) 


SKIFFLE. The Story of Folk-Song with a Jazz Beat. Brian Bird. Hale, 10s.6d. 
1958. 20 cm. 126 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Whether regarded as a form of music or merely as a social phenomenon, Skiffle has 

been a force to reckon with in Britain during the last five years. The history of this 

form of musical activity and of the personalities rendered rich or famous by it, with 

practical suggestions on how to form a Skiffle group, comprise the contents of this 

useful guide by a country clergyman with a taste for Jazz and Drama. (784-3) 


TRAINING THE BOY’S CHANGING VOICE. Duncan McKenzie. 
Faber, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 160 pages. Music examples. Index. 
For many years there has been a division of opinion about the best treatment of a boy’s 
voice during puberty. The American view, supported by only a minority in England 
has widely argued against the old-established way of letting it lie fallow for two or 
three years, and in favour of cultivating it carefully by exercises specially graded to 
lengthen its range without strain or loss of quality. This process has naturally prevented 
wasteful loss of experience and interest. Professor McKenzie, a Scottish graduate who 
has settled in America, now advances further evidence in support of continuity, 
gathered from many sources on both sides of the Atlantic. This persuasive book may 
be strongly recommended to all choir-makers and teachers who can approach the 
topic with an open mind. (784-93) 


TEACH YOURSELF THE ORGAN. Francis Routh. English Universities 
Press, 6s. 1958. 18 cm. 158 pages. Frontispiece. Musical examples. Bibliography. 
Index. (Teach Yourself Books) 

Though primarily addressed to pianists who wish to master the organ, this sensible, 

clearly written manual can be studied with profit by organists whose technique is not 

very advanced. Mr. Routh’s ideas on the problems of technique, registration and use 
of pedals and stops are the fruit of long experience. Because he realises both the 
capabilities and limitations of the organ, his remarks on the pitfalls of improvisation 

deserve carcful study. (786-7) 


PLAYING THE RECORDERS. F. F. Rigby. Faber, 12s.6d. 1958. 
20°$ cm. 84 pages. Musical examples by J. F. Rigby. 
As an experienced amateur, the author is eager to spread the knowledge of the pleasure 
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to be won from playing the wealth of fine music written for the recorder from the 
late 17th century onwards. He discusses points of technique in solo and consort playing, 
in the light of their musical significance, and shows how recorders of different pitch 
are suitable for different purposes, giving short exercises for each, with charts of the 
appropriate fingering. There is also a most helpful list of music available in modern 
editions, with comments on their difficulty. The ever-growing army of adult players 
will find this an extremely useful book. (788-5) 


The Theatre 
INTERNATIONAL THEATRE ANNUAL No. 3. Edited by Harold 
Hobson. Calder, 25s. 1958. 24*5 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). 

In the present edition of this new annual review, which has become essential to 
students and those interested in matters theatrical, the British theatre is extremely well 
covered. Besides reviews of London and provincial productions there are articles on, 
among other things, the experimental Theatre Workshop in one of London’s suburbs 
and the vigorous New Shakespeare Theatre venture at Liverpool. Internationally, 
work in the theatre in Europe, North America, Australia, Africa, Asia and Eire is 
amply reported. The illustrations are plentiful and well chosen. An appendix of world 
premieres and a theatrical obituary are included. (792-058) 


THE THEATRE. Three Thousand Years of Drama, Acting and Stagecraft. 
Sheldon Cheney. Revised and enlarged edition. Vision Press, 63s. 1958. 23°5 cm. 
608 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This is an extremely lengthy and comprehensive compendium of the theatre. It is a 

marathon epic of the type that Americans are adept at writing and the amount of 

research and industry involved must have been prodigious. Anyone interested in 
tracing the course of the theatre through the ages will find the work a most useful 
factual book of reference. It is easy to read and assimilate. It is easy to the eye too— 

the numerous illustrations are well chosen and interesting. (792-09)

MIKE DAVIS AT THE ROYAL BALLET. Oldbourne, 25s. 1958. 
25°5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. 
Mike Davis, one of the more recent recruits to ballet photography, includes in this 
scrapbook many charming and informative portraits, action pictures and backstage 
studies. For text, he has collected from authoritative sources some slightly didactic 
essays on aspects of the Royal Ballet: its school, its choreographers, its television 
record, and the significance of the classical basis of its repertoire. Recent productions 
and the younger soloists have welcome attention paid to them. (792-8) 


THE NUTCRACKER BALLET. A Christmas Ballet and its History. 
Pigeon Crowle. Faber, 21s. 1958. 25-5 cm. $2 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by 
Mike Davis. Index. 

London’s Festival Ballet take great pride in their current production of Tchaikovsky’s 

ballet Casse-Noisette (The Nutcracker). This book is an elaborate and well-produced 

souvenir of it, containing, besides many photographs by Mike Davis, a brief history 
of earlier versions, notes on some recordings of the score, and contributions of per- 
sonal reminiscences from Alexandre Benois, the designer and producer, and David 

Lichine, the choreographer and ballet-master. (792-8) 
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THE DECCA BOOK OF BALLET. Edited by David Drew. With an 
introduction by Ernest Ansermet and a short History of Ballet by Arnold L. 
Haskell. Muller, 63s. 1958. 24 cm. 602 pages. Illustrations. Music examples. 
Discography. Index. 

Decca’s publicity staff, with musicians and ballet critics, aim here to expand their list 

of ballet recordings into a comprehensive handbook for listeners in the theatre, concert 

hall, or at home. Between a competent introductory history of ballet and some con- 
cluding notes on important dancers, choreographers and companies of today, nearly 

200 ballets and nearly 100 composers are variously dealt with. In the first sequence— 

ballets with specially composed scores—the musical analysis, especially when by a 

musician concerned, is often illuminating and authoritative, but in too many the 

relationship to choreography, or (especially for certain roth century classics) to the 
score except as recorded by Decca, is not made clear. Throughout, the composer’s 
intention is usefully emphasised. In the second sequence—ballets to existing symphonic 
or other music—stage action is briefly described. Both sequences give details of first, 
and some subsequent, productions. (792°8) 


THE ROYAL BALLET IN PERFORMANCE AT COVENT 
GARDEN. John Hart. Faber, 36s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. 
The company’s ballet master presents sequences of his action photographs of eight 
modern ballets and three classics in the current repertoire, and, together with Margaret 
Dale, his wife, provides brief accounts of each work including a description of the 
stage action, and vigorous sketches of the modern choreographers concerned: de 
Valois, Ashton, Cranko, Macmillan and Rodrigues. Many of the photographs are not 
of very high standard judged simply as pictures, but, as an authentic and skilled record 
of the company dancing, all are of great interest and many of them are wonderfully 
beautiful and alive. (792°8) 


ROWENA JACKSON AND PHILIP CHATFIELD. THE ROYAL 
BALLET TO-DAY. Cyril Swinson. Black, 7s.6d. each. 1958. 25-5 cm. 32 pages 
each. Illustrations. (Dancers of To-day) 

The second volume sets out schematically, with many portraits, the present constitution 

of all the component parts of the Royal Ballet: the directors and dancers of its three 

companies; its teaching organisation; its repertoire, history and policy; and the signifi- 
cance of its present Royal Charter and of its former all-important relationship with 

Lilian Baylis and her two London theatres, the Old Vic and Sadler’s Wells. Rowena 

Jackson was the first New Zealand girl to hold a Royal Academy of Dancing scholar- 

ship. She trained at the then Sadler’s Wells Ballet School from the age of twenty, and 

with her husband Philip Chatfield, “Wells’-trained from childhood, led the Royal 

Ballet’s touring company in Australia and New Zealand in 1958-9. Here is a model 

critical and factual sketch of their careers. (792-82)

MODERN SOCCER. The Skills in Play. An Official Coaching Manual 
of the Football Association. Educational Productions, 8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 94 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. 

The Director of Coaching for the Football Association, Walter Winterbottom, writes 

the introduction to this useful manual, which should be welcomed by all coaches, 

players and schoolmasters who want to see improvements in standards of play. All the 

methods described are in keeping with the new ideas of the present day and have been 

devised at Football Association courses.

In this well-illustrated book, 
which combines history with experience, he writes entertainingly about the origin of 
the international fourteen-footers and the foundation of dinghy racing. He himself is 
strongly in favour of winter sailing as the most exhilarating sport. The factual descrip- 
tions of some of the post-war major races in English waters, together with his own 
preparation for these, are models of progressive instruction for the novice and of 
absorbing technical interest to the expert. (797°124) 


YACHTING WORLD ANNUAL, 1959. A ‘Yachting World’ Publication. 
Iliffe, 37s.6d. 1958. 28 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
The present edition of this firmly established annual is specially interesting, as it covers 
the 17th contest for the America’s Cup, which was sailed for the first time in 12-metre 
class yachts. Brilliantly illustrated, the articles reach the expected high standard in 
subject matter and literary content. In addition to a review of major events during 
1958 in the United Kingdom, the U.S.A. and Australia, there are excellent contribu- 
tions covering among other subjects: some fifty selected yacht designs; motor yacht 
planning and problems of racing dinghies and steel craft; winches, winching and the 
importance of equipment; fishes seen in British water; and a voyage from Honolulu 
to Fanning Island en route for New Zealand. (797°14) 


OFFSHORE. Ocean Racing, Fast Cruising Modern Yacht Handling and 
Equipment. J. H. Illingworth. 4th edition, revised and enlarged. Adlard Coles

First published in 1949 Offshore, by one of the world’s foremost authorities on the art, 

science, and practice of ocean yacht racing, has become the greatest reference book on 

this subject; for the naval architect from the point of view of design, for the yacht 
builder with regard to constructional detail, and for the yachtsman who can obtain 
from it, inspiration on technique, tactics, and strategy. The sailmaker, marine engineer, 
and race organiser also will find this work an essential for years to come. This edition 
has been enlarged and revised to include data on recent yachts and on the latest 
revisions to the rating rules of the Royal Ocean Racing Club and the Cruising Club 
of America. A chapter has been added on ocean racing technique in heavy weather. 
The beautiful illustrations do much to enhance the text. (797°142) 


THE HORSEMAN’S YEAR. Edited by Dorian Williams. Collins, 18s. 
1958. 23 cm. 160 pages. Numerous illustrations. 

Colonel Lyon, who has edited this annual since the first issue in 1947, has handed over 

to the leading broadcaster of horse events. The main team of contributors is the same 
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and this new volume continues to maintain the very high standard of the articles and 
illustrations. These cover some new subjects in addition to the regular events of the 
year and among them are a visit to Russia, the selection of international teams to 
represent Britain, and a short but extremely interesting article on the golden horse and 
the spotted. (798) 


THE RACING GAME. A History of Flat Racing. R. Rodrigo. Phoenix 
House, 21s. 1958. 21 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This entertaining book covers flat racing in England since the beginning and conveys 
the atmosphere of the sport in every phase from the sedate and autocratic Jockey Club 
to the humble punter on the course. Between these lie owners, trainers, jockeys, 
famous horses, bookmakers, gambling coups and scandals, all of which are graphically 
described by the author, experienced on the Turf and in journalism, with verve and 
fluency. (798-4) 


THROUGH FOREST AND VELDT. Donald IL. Ker. Hale, 18s. 1958. 
22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. 
The author went to British East Africa, now Kenya, in 1911 and became a professional 
hunter fifteen years later. His years in the African bush with his extensive and intimate 
knowledge of wild animals form the core of the best recent book on big game hunting. 
Safaris have changed much since his early days when the hunter disappeared on foot 
into practically uncharted country. Splendidly illustrated, the first part of the book 
covers his thrilling personal adventures, with advice on weapons and photography. 
In the second he describes the habits of the game animals illustrated, but to these, as he 
rightly says, no hard and fast rule can be applied. (799°296) 


LITERATURE 


LITERARY DISTRACTIONS. R. A. Knox. Sheed & Ward, 15s. 1958. 
205 cm. 240 pages. 
A collection of critical essays, appreciations and lectures on a very diverse range of 
literary subjects. Monsignor Knox as usual shows himself a precise and witty writer 
and one who wears his very considerable learning lightly. Composed for the common 
reader, these essays do not probe their subjects very deeply but they contain much 
sound sense and are written with an engaging air of paradox. The essay on translation 
is the most original in thought, but there is plenty of entertaining reading in such 
pieces as the Greeks at sea and the studies of Stevenson and Trollope. (804) 


POINTS OF VIEW. W. Somerset Maugham. Heinemann, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
262 pages. 
In this volume Mr. Maugham formally makes his farewell to writing. It consists of 
half-a-dozen essays on subjects he has pondered at length, such as the art of the short 
story, Goethe’s novels, Katherine Mansfield and the brothers Goncourt. The approach 
is similar to that of his earlier Ten Novels and Their Authors, a blend of biography and 
criticism, with a good measure of worldly wisdom thrown in. Mr. Maugham possesses 
perhaps too narrow a predilection for realism in literature to make a profound critic, 
but he writes with his customary shrewdness, brevity and force and his opinions 
always hold the reader’s attention. (804) 
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American Literature 
THE AMERICAN HENRY JAMES. Quentin Anderson. Calder, 253. 
1958. 21°5 cm. 384 pages. References. Index. 

Mr. Anderson offers an original and cogently argued approach to Henry James’s work. 
He is primarily concerned here with the sources of James’s ideas and in particular 
with the extent to which these developed from his father’s philosophical position. His 
study relates only to a limited field of James’s fiction, mainly The Tragic Muse, The 
Portrait of a Lady and the three final novels. At moments a little heavy-handed and 
attaching a disproportionate significance to the novelist’s choice of his characters’ 
names, this book nevertheless breaks important new ground in discussing James's view 
of human nature and will certainly interest the advanced student. (813-4) 


AMERICAN MODERNS. From Rebellion to Conformity. Maxwell 
Geismar. W. H. Allen, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 280 pages. 

‘A mid-century view of contemporary fiction’ is how the author describes this collec- 
tion of reviews and articles on Dreiser, Wolfe, Hemingway, Salinger, Steinbeck, 
Marquand, Bellow, Faulkner and other American novelists known or unknown to the 
European reader. Geismar attacks ‘the New Criticism’ in the United States for its pre- 
occupation with form as opposed to content, and has some provocative things to say 
about the present state of American writing, which he thinks is none too healthy.

THE IRISH WRITERS 1880-1940. Literature under Parnell’s Star. 

Herbert Howarth. Rockliff, 42s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 328 pages. Index. 

When in 1891 Charles Parnell, the champion of Irish Home Rule, was politically 
ruined through having been cited in a divorce suit, the affair brought to the surface 
the latent conflicts within Irish nationalism itself. Parnell’s sacrifice became a myth 
which extended beyond politics into ethics and sexual morality, even into art and 
religion. Mr. Howarth’s extremely interesting book considers the effect of these ten- 
sions on the work of six Irish writers, Moore, Lady Gregory, Synge, “A.E.’, Yeats and 
Joyce. His theme will be familiar to close students of Irish literature, but it offers a 
fruitful approach to the work of all these writers and sheds light in many unexpected 
places. (820-9) 


English Poetry 
JOHN BETJEMAN’S COLLECTED POEMS. Compiled and with an 
introduction by the Earl of Birkenhead. Murray, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 308 pages. 

Mr. Betjeman is a poet who has always been content with minor themes but has used 
his highly developed gift for parody to find expression for the unsung but very real 
idiosyncrasies of English life. He has a special weakness for Victorian decoration, 
ecclesiastical architecture, railways, unfashionable sea-side resorts, the scenes and tastes 
of suburban life, and the more unsightly relics of the Industrial Revolution. His mood 
varies between satire and nostalgia, and his ballad metres and imitations of Victorian 
verse provide an equally successful vehicle for either. Lord Birkenhead’s introduction 
is less effective than his choice of poems. (821-91) 


THE NEXT WORD. Thomas Blackburn. Putnam, 7s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 
32 pages. 

This latest volume of Mr. Blackburn’s contains fewer than thirty short lyrics, but the 

standard is high and there is plenty of variety of theme and musical effect. His poems 
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are comparatively simple and direct and written to a well-controlled scheme of rhyme 
and metre. He is particularly fond of using the outline and images of a fairy-tale to 
point a paradoxical conclusion: but the most interesting quality in his verse is his 
power to compel image, rhyme and epithet to coalesce in an unexpected but entirely 
appropriate whole.

THE COCKS OF HADES. C. A. Trypanis. Faber, 12s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
94 pages. 
Professor Trypanis, a Greek poet writing in English, has found an extremely receptive 
audience in recent years for his short lyrics which evoke Greek mythology, history 
and the tangible relics of the past. Within this apparently narrow field he succeeds in 
achieving considerable variety of mood. Some of these poems record memories of 
modern Greek life, others dwell on the differences between ancient myth and modern 
folk-tale, others dramatise events in classical history. The most ambitious is a long 
poem on a submerged city, successfully broadcast last year, which now proves as 
impressive on the page as it was in sound. (821-91)

THE DUCHESS OF MALFI. THE WHITE DEVIL. John Webster. 
Edited by F. L. Lucas. Chatto & Windus, 18s. each. 1958. 22 cm. 224 : 224 pages. 
Mr. Lucas’s four-volume edition of Webster published in 1927, which included the 
lesser-known plays and prose works, was a scholarly achievement which has stood the 
test of time. The present edition, for reasons of economy, is limited to two plays. It is 
based very closely on its predecessors and is almost identical, page for page, in its 
layout. The commentary has been revised in the light of subsequent research, more 
extensively in the case of The Duchess of Malfi. The general introduction and biblio- 
graphy have been omitted, however, and the first edition remains an indispensable 
possession.

THE OBSERVER PLAYS. Introduction by Kenneth Tynan. Faber, 42s. 
1958. 23 cm. 476 pages. 
MOON ON A RAINBOW SHAWL. Errol John. Faber, 5s. 1958. 22 cm. 
72 pages. 
Perhaps in consequence of the rule that the setting had to be a post-war period, the 
seven winning entries in The Observer play competition of 1957 are all either somewhat 
exotic in location or highly experimental in construction. The first-prize winner, 
Errol John’s Moon on a Rainbow Shawl, is by far the most attractive, a poignant tragi- 
comedy of life in the slums of Port-of-Spain, Trinidad. The Shifting Heart (Richard 
Beynon) describes the hardships of Italian immigrants in Melbourne and Sit on the 
Earth (Gurney Campbell and Daphne Athas) portrays an American election in the deep 
South. These three make the most dramatic impact. All My Own Work (Romilly 
Cavan) and Four Men (André Davis) are comedies which aim to shock as extrava- 
ganzas in anarchic social behaviour, while A Resounding Tinkle (N. F. Simpson) and 
The Sport of My Mad Mother (Ann Jellicoc) depend for their comic effect on verbal 
fantasy and inconsequence. (822-914)

IN THE FOOTSTEPS OF SHERLOCK HOLMES. Michael Harrison. 
Cassell, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 304 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

A notable addition to the Holmes saga, but far more than a commentary on the sayings 


and doings of the great fictional detective. We follow his footsteps both in London 
and in the provinces, and gain a vivid impression of what life in Britain was like for 
the generation prior to the 1914-18 War. The chronology of the adventures is enter- 
tainingly analysed and a striking comparison made with the actual happenings of the 
times, sometimes in the world of crime, but more often with political events and with 
the way of life in that not too remote period. The illustrations amplify the text, more 
particularly in regard to the London of yesterday. A thoroughly readable book for 
everyone, but perhaps more particularly for those who are old enough to remember 
the turn of the century. (823-91) 


EVELYN WAUGH. Portrait of an Artist. Frederick J. Stopp. Chapman & 
Hall, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. Index. 
This is certainly the most complete study of Mr. Waugh’s achievement yet published. 
it begins with an account of his career to date, proceeds to a minute analysis of the 
novels and other books, and ends with an appreciation of his literary art. Mr. Stopp is 
a careful writer, he has read all the relevant criticism and he shows plenty of insight’ 
into his author’s use of language, which often conceals a wealth of meaning. As a guide 
to the implications and overtones of Mr. Waugh’s satire and the total significance of 
his work the book is admirable; what it seldom offers is a forthright critical judgment.

THE BIG CITY, or, The New Mayhew. Alex Atkinson and Ronald Searle. 
Perpetua Books, 21s. 1958. 25 cm. 112 pages. Illustrations. 
Henry Mayhew was a philanthropic London journalist who is still remembered, after 
a century, as a pioneer sociologist and observer of London street life, particularly of 
those who earned their living by irregular or disreputable means. In compiling this not 
entirely light-hearted parody of his work, Messrs. Atkinson and Searle have hit upon 
a most effective device for satirising the post-war London scene, especially in repre- 
senting those livelihoods which events have rendered dubious or pathetic, spivs, exiles, 
starlets, etc. Mr. Atkinson’s text perfectly matches the mingled solemnity and sym- 
pathy of Mayhew and Mr. Searle’s drawings combine as usual the apt and the macabre.

CADENZA. An Excursion. Ralph Cusack. Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 
224 pages. 
Mr. Cusack’s book is autobiographical, but it certainly does not offer the story of his 
life in any connected sense. It opens with the author emerging from an appointment 
with a Dublin dentist and ranges freely over arandom series of adventures with friends 
and relations in Ireland, Scotland and France. The author communicates a likeable 
personality, is fond of music, wine and good talk and commands real gifts of language, 
At his best he is hilariously funny, but his book slips too often into fantasy to suit every 
taste, and it might well have been improved by cutting. (828-91) 


STEPS. Stories: Talks: Essays: Poems: Studies in History. Robert Graves. Cassell, 
30S. 1958. 22 cm. 356 pages. 

A richly versatile collection written with Mr. Graves’ characteristic blend of irony and 

high spirits. Personal anecdotes of life in Majorca flavoured with autobiography make 

up the stories. The talks are mainly concerned with poetic criticism: they are strongly 

opinionated and perfectly suited to the medium, which required vigorous and provo- 

cative statement rather than closely reasoned argument. The essays deal with several

favourite ee e.g. the resemblances between Western and Mediterranean mytho- 
logy, and include the study from which his well-known The White Goddess germinated. 
The poems, though mostly occasional pieces, are of a high standard. (828-91)

Belloc was a more militant writer than his fellow Catholic, Chesterton, but these five 

volumes do not often show him in polemical mood. The Cautionary Verses for 

children, an early success, have never been surpassed in their kind. In his more serious 
verse he excelled as a satirist, though he also possessed a lyrical vein of great beauty. 

But in general his poetry consists of brief occasional pieces and he never essayed a 

major work. The essays here are all conceived in the short classic form, which the 

writer seeks to make a highly personal medium. They are best when they deal with a 

single concrete subject; elsewhere they occasionally slip into an elevation of language 

which today seems artificial. The Cruise of the ‘Nona’ and The Path to Rome are perhaps 

Belloc’s best travel books and certainly contain some of his finest descriptive prose.

GILBERT KEITH CHESTERTON. Maisie Ward. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 412 pages. Index. Paper covers. 

Chesterton was so rich a public personality and much of his work was so closely 

attuned to the tastes and interests of his age that its appeal has naturally become more 

remote. His essays still display plenty of brilliance, but are hardly sufficiently specialised 
for contemporary taste; his poetry is fluent, melodious, witty, but lacks subtlety or 
much originality of form. The Flying Inn and The Man Who Was Thursday are loosely 
constructed novels which exploit his vein of exuberant fantasy. Perhaps the books 
which have worn best are the Father Brown series, surely among the most original of 
all detective creations. Miss Ward’s book describes Chesterton in the full complexity 
of his many-sided career, which included strenuous political and religious controversy 
as well as imaginative writing. Her study is of more interest on the biographical than 
the critical side.

Norwegian Literature 

THE MASTER-BUILDER and Other Plays. Henrik Ibsen. Translated 
from the Norwegian by Una Ellis-Fermor. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 
376 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

These four plays cover the final phase of Ibsen’s work after The Wild Duck, omitting 

only the unfinished When We Dead Awaken. In this group the dramatist has, broadly 

speaking, turned away from the relationship of the individual to society and concen- 

trated his attention on the theme of self-discovery. Truth is still the criterion by which 

his characters must be tested, but the dramatic tension now depends not on the world’s 

judgment, but on the vision of the inward eye. This translation brings a natural and 
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colloquial flow to the dialogue and the introduction provides a searching critical 
appreciation of the plays. (839-8226)

THE CONTEMPORARY FRENCH THEATRE. The Flight from 
Naturalism. Joseph Chiari. Rockliff, 32s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 250 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 
The flight from naturalism to idealism reached its height under the influence of Péguy 
and Claudel during the 1914-18 war, and many may hold that ‘naturalism’ is returning 
to the theatre today. Mr. Chiari studies the background of the movement in the poetic 
dramas of Rostand, Ghéon, Supervielle, and Claudel, then examines the prose dramas 
of Copeau, Cocteau, Giraudoux, Sartre, Anouilh, and de Montherlant (Camus is dis- 
missed in twelve lines). The lucid analytical summaries of these author’s plays provide 
an encyclopaedic survey of the aims and subject matter of the modern French theatre 
which students will find most useful. (842-91) 


DIALOGUES. Paul Valéry. Translated from the French by William McCausland 
Stewart with two prefaces by Wallace Stevens. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 21s. 1958. 
20°5 cm. 224 pages. (The Collected Works of Paul Valéry, Vol. 4) 

Of these dialogues Eupalinos and the Dance are the most important. In Eupalinos the 

shades of Socrates and Phaedrus discuss architecture, for Valéry the highest expression 

of construction and thereby superior to music. In Dance and the Soul, after a banquet, 

Phaedrus, Socrates and the Doctor Eryximachus, watching a ballet, analyse the philo- 

sophy of movement, the effort of the soul secking its god. In The Tree, Lucretius 

and Tityrus beautifully celebrate the glory of trees. The titles of the other dialogues 
explain their matter. Dialogue form was admirably suited to Valéry’s favourite occu- 
pation of watching the mind’s functioning, insisting on discipline and mistrusting the 

spontaneous. (848-91)

TURGENEV’S LITERARY REMINISCENCES and Autobiographical 
Fragments. Ivan Turgenev. Translated from the Russian with an introduction by 
David Magarshack and with an essay on Turgenev by Edmund Wilson. Faber, 25s. 
1959. 22°5 cm. 272 pages. Index. 

These scattered writings, now published in English for the first time, are more of a 

miscellany than the title might suggest. There are some vivid recollections of contem- 

porary writers, especially Gogol and Belinsky, sketches of life in Paris and an account 
of the fire at sea in which, as a young man, Turgenev behaved poorly. The most 
arresting pieces are certainly the descriptions of the 1848 revolution and the execution 
of the murderer Tropmann, both witnessed in Paris. Mr. Wilson’s appreciative essay 
reminds us of Turgenev’s difficulties with the censorship, and the translator’s intro- 
duction skilfully fills in the background of his life. (891-783) 


BACK TO LIFE. Poems from behind the Iron Curtain. Edited by Robert 
Conquest. Hutchinson, 15s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 108 pages. 

The poems in this anthology were written during the celebrated ‘thaw’ which followed 

Stalin’s death and were all printed and published in their respective countries. Some of 

them are satirical, some lyrical, others measure themselves against authority simply by 

speaking of the personal life, but most of them express truths which cannot be squared 

with party doctrine. The translations are mostly literal and do not attempt to convey 
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poetic quality. Nevertheless the bare sense of the poems communicates itself with 
surprising force and this is particularly true of the Polish contribution. (891-81)

TOPOLSKI’S CHRONICLE FOR STUDENTS OF WORLD 
AFFAIRS. Text by John Roddam. Harrap, 13s.6d. 1958. 25-5 cm. 102 pages.

Feliks Topolski is an artist of Polish origin who settled in England in 1935. Since 1953 

he has been producing a fortnightly broadsheet entitled Topolski’s Chronicle, which 

contains line sketches done on the spot of people and events in the news. This book 
contains a selection of these drawings with a factual background written by John 

Roddam. Those who do not know the Chronicle will find this collection opens up a 

new field for them but there is no doubt that the topicality increases the value of the 

actual broadsheet. (909-82) 


Geography Travel Description 
SEA STORIES FROM NEWFOUNDLAND. Michael F. Harrington. 
Ryerson (Toronto, Canada), $4.00. 1958. 22 cm. 172 pages. Illustrations. 

These eighteen true stories cover the period when Newfoundland’s shipping was 
busiest, from 1812 to 1925. They feature ships of every type and size, from rowboats 
to sailing ships and steamships. Liberal use of nautical terms, a dramatic style and vivid 
detailed descriptions give the feeling of life on the North Atlantic in all weathers. 
There is considerable emphasis on the human element. There is no blibiography but 
sources were ships’ logbooks, newspapers, journals and documents of shipping com- 
panies. The drawings have a vitality that matches the stories. (910-45) 


SKELETON COAST. John Marsh and Lyman Anson. Hodder & Stoughton, 
16s. 1958. 20 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
The Kaokoveld in South-West Africa, known to sailors as the Skeleton coast, is one 
of the most deserted and inhospitable stretches of land in the world. Towards the end 
of 1942 the British liner Dunedin Star, laden with munitions and with some two dozen 
passengers, was wrecked in these waters and disintegrated under the relentless pound- 
ing of the powerful Benguella current. The basic events of this story are as they 
happened and the dialogue, although fictitious, is what probably passed. The sufferings 
of the castaways when they reached the scorching beach and the desperate experiences 
of rescue parties by land and air are conveyed with the full impact of drama and 


tragedy. (910-453) 


HISTORY UNEARTHED. A Survey of Eighteen Archacological Sites 
throughout the World. Sir Leonard Woolley. Benn, 30s. 1958. 28 cm. 184 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 

The sites illustrated in this book have been chosen for the light which they throw 

either on ancient history or on methods of excavation—the latter including exemplars 

such as Maiden Castle and Arikamedu and awful warnings such as the early plundering 
of Anyang. The tantalisingly brief descriptions of each site are most readable, but the 
plates (extremely well-chosen apart from some over-imaginative restorations at 

Knossos and Piedras Negras) are disappointingly indistinct and confusingly numbered, 

and one of them—of a Mycenacan diadem—appears to be upside down. But the book 
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as a whole is appealing, and should achieve its aim of demonstrating to the general 
reader the achievements of scientific archaeological field-work. (913) 


TOWN AND COUNTRY IN ROMAN BRITAIN. A. L. F. Rivet. 
Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 196 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. Biblio- 
graphy. Indexes. (Hutchinson University Library) 

This useful and carefully compiled little book was written mainly for the ‘intelligent 

and energetic amateurs’ who attend summer schools and provide much of the spade 

power on excavations. University students will also find it valuable, and should be 
particularly grateful for the selected bibliographies following cach chapter and for the 
catalogue of classical literary sources. The subject matter is limited to the social and 
economic life of the civil province, but within these limits is comprehensive as well 
as up to date. The last chapter is the most novel, offering brief accounts of all the tribal 
cantons of Roman Britain, their towns and main natural resources. (913-42) 


LONDON. Tony Armstrong Jones. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 30s. 1958. 
29°5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. 
At 27 Tony Armstrong Jones is established as one of Britain’s most original photo- 
graphers. His sense of atmosphere and dramatic implication are revealed in these 
remarkable pictures of London people engaged in common activities. People, rather 
than buildings, are his subject matter; but he has managed to invest even some of 
London’s well-known landmarks with a poetry and strangeness which they un- 
doubtedly possess at moments, but which few photographers have captured hitherto.

ROME. Introduction by Peter Quennell. Photographs by Kurt Otto-Wasow. 
Batsford, 27s.6d. 1958. 24°5 cm. 68 pages (including 48 plates in colour). 
This book can best be enjoyed as a kind of photographic anthology of Rome. It is 
impossible in the space to attempt a comprehensive coverage and the illustrations are 
mainly devoted to the classical monuments with a fair proportion of baroque work. 
The plates are almost all of architecture and sculpture in the open air or panoramas, 
and the photographer’s colours achieve a splendidly rich harmony of mellow sunlight 
upon weathered stone or bronze. Mr. Quennell’s introduction is extremely readable 
and informative, but hovers at times between a chronological and a topographical 
survey and is of necessity very selective. (914-5632) 


SYRACUSE. A Handbook to its History and Principal Monuments. Margaret 
Guido. Max Parrish, 1os.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

It is not easy to understand why a town so celebrated as Syracuse has hitherto lacked 

a guide-book in English, but this scholarly and agreeably written monograph is in 

fact the first. The job has been admirably done. Syracuse is mainly interesting for its 

Greek antiquities and these together with the historical background are compendiously 

and accurately described, and the author also does justice to the exceptional beauty of 

the natural setting. There is a useful section of tourist information and the book is 
attractively illustrated. (914°58) 


TIME OF THE MANGO FLOWERS. Roderick Cameron. Heinemann, 
30s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The author, who already has an architectural book, Shadows from India, to his credit, 
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here describes a recent tour through the length and breadth of the Indian Republic, 
by air, train, and motor-car. He devotes his attention more particularly to the Hindu 
temples, the Mogul palaces, and the relics of the British Raj, and perhaps the chapters 
that make the greatest impact on the reader are those on Benares, the Taj Mahal, the 
temples of Khajuraho, a stay with the Maharao Raja of Bundi, and a holiday on a 
Kashmiri houseboat. The author’s photographs round off a delightful book. (915-4) 


THE CARAVAN MOVES ON. Irfan Orga. Secker & Warburg, 215. 
1958. 20 cm. 228 pages. Illustrations. Endpaper map. Index. 
A retired Turkish officer and airman who has settled in Britain and already written 
several books about his native land here describes, in excellent English, journeys made 
in 19$§-6 to south-western Anatolia. He describes his brother’s household, the reforms 
introduced by Kemal Ataturk, expeditions to the ruins of classical Greek cities, and, 
best of all, a sojourn among the primitive nomadic Seljuk tribe of the Yiiriik on 
Mount Karadag. His book is full of interest. (915-61) 


SYDNEYSIDE SCENERY AND HOW IT CAME ABOUT (ALSO 
CANBERRA AND KOSCIUSKO). Thomas Griffith Taylor. Angus 
& Robertson (Sydney, Australia and London), 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. 
Maps. Diagrams. Index. 

Intended as an authoritative guide for the traveller and tourist, this book sets out to 

describe the country which surrounds Sydney, the capital city of New South Wales. 

In simple yet scholarly language the author, who was the foundation Professor of 

Geography in Sydney University, shows that the development of Sydney and its 

industries, the distribution of its population and the source of its water supplies were 

determined by the forces of nature operating in past geological ages. There are 
chapters dealing with Sydney Harbour, the city itself, Botany Bay, the National parks, 

the Hawkesbury river, the Blue Mountains, Canberra and Kosciusko. (919-4) 


Biography 
THE SULTAN. The Life of Adbul Hamid. Joan Haslip. Cassell, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. 314 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 

It would be difficult to find a more promising subject for a readable biography than 
the last ruler of the Ottoman Empire, and Miss Haslip has made the most of her 
opportunities. Born in 1842, Abdul Hamid survived palace intrigues to reach the 
throne at the age of thirty-four. For the next thirty-three years he ruled as an absolute 
monarch, proving himself a skilful negotiator playing off the Great Powers in his own 
interest until in 1909 the Turkish revolutionary movement forced him to abdicate. 
He lingered on a prisoner until 1918. A fascinating story of intrigue, adventure, and 
power politics. (92) 


GEORGIAN CHRONICLE. Mrs. Barbauld and Her Family. Betsy Rodgers. 
Methuen, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 298 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Anna Letitia Barbauld (1743-1824) had in her own time a wide reputation for her 
miscellaneous writings and her educational achievement. Other members of her family 
from about 1740-1840 were, as this book shows, hardly less outstanding, for they were 
contributing to education, literature, science and reform, and educating many who 
were to become famous. The scene shows many sidelights on schools, doctors, travel, 
social life and great contemporaries. The book is particularly valuable as the record 
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of a middle class evolved owing to the stresses of legal disabilities imposed on Non- 
conformists; it will be of great interest to both social historian and general reader. (92) 


VARIED OPERATIONS. Herbert A. Bruce. Longmans (Toronto, Canada), 
$6.00. 1958. 24 cm. 366 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This well-known Ontario figure has, at the age of 90, set down his memories of a 
long, useful, varied career in medicine and in public life. He describes with zest and 
humour his boyhood on an Ontario farm, medical training in Toronto and abroad, 
and busy years as a surgeon. At the age of 64 he began a new career, first as Lieutenant- 
Governor of Ontario and then as M.P. His frank record of behind-the-scenes encoun- 
ters with other public figures involved in controversial issues will be of special value 
to anyone interested in recent Canadian history. (92) 


THE MEMOIRS OF JACQUES CASANOVA DE SEINGALT: 
Venetian Years. The first complete and unabridged English translation by Arthur 
Machen. Elek Books, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 782 pages. Illustrations. 

The first volume of these celebrated memoirs, now translated unabridged, gives us 

the account of Casanova’s childhood in Venice and the adventures of his early youth, 

in Corfu, in Rome and many other Italian cities. This is, on the whole, the gayest 
period of his life and includes the love affair with Henriette, the most genuine of his 
attachments, after which nothing was ever quite the same again. The story the memoirs 
tell is, of course, one of unrepentant libertinage, but the author’s relentless candour is 
one of his most endearing qualities. The translation is polished and assured. (92) 


CRICKET IN THE GRASS. K. de B. Codrington. Faber, 21s. 1958. 
22°5 cm. 240 pages. 
The author, who belonged to an Anglo-Indian military family, spent many of his 
early years with friends and relatives in England. The scenes of this exiled and depen- 
dent childhood are remembered with astonishing clarity. It is a charming memoir, 
perhaps a trifle self-conscious and over-aware of the motives of the surrounding adults; 
but it succeeds in creating a detailed and affectionate picture of Edwardian England, 
as the upper middle classes of the counties knew it. (92) 


WALT DISNEY. An Intimate Biography by his daughter Diane Disney 
Miller as told to Pete Martin. Odhams Press, 21s. 1958. 21°5 cm. 224 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

This book originates in effect from Walt Disney himself through his daughter, who 

acts as both narrator and commentator in outlining her father’s career. Although the 

style adopted is deliberately naive and conversational, the book (which is generously 
illustrated) is full of useful facts about the particular problems (economic and technical 
rather than artistic) that have continuously beset Disney’s development of the animated 
cartoon on a high technical level. Once he was established, each phase of his develop- 
ment of the cartoon film has created fresh problems until he has been forced now to 
enter live-action film-making (with nature films and adventure stories) and production 
for television. (92) 


ELIZABETH THE GREAT. Elizabeth Jenkins. Gollancz, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
336 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

This biography was timed to coincide with the fourth centenary of Elizabeth I’s 

accession. In a modest preface the author declares her aim has been to collect personal 
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information about the Queen, information all in print but not easily accessible to the 
uninitiated. She has produced a highly readable study of Elizabeth I, certain to appeal 
to all readers curious about the way of life and the personal characteristics of the 
leaders of history. In these pages the Queen comes to life as a very human figure with 
many weaknesses as well as great strength, and with powers of expression well illust- 
rated by quotations from her letters and speeches. (92) 


MAHATMA GANDHI. A Biography. B. R. Nanda. Allen & Unwin, 35s. 
1958. 22 cm. $42 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Millions venerated Gandhi as the Mahatma; political opponents saw in him only an 
astute politician. Shri B. R. Nanda rescues the memory of Gandhi from both. Gandhi 
was a self-disciplined being whose evolution as a politician was in accord with certain 
moral values. His resistance of evil by the method of non-violence was consistent and 
logical. Gandhi was an ascetic but his asceticism sat lightly on him; he had the gaiety 
ofa child. The author analyses Gandhi's attitude to important issues and makes ample 
use of contemporary records in an attempt to interpret Gandhi’s rich and varied life 
in the historical perspective, and to correlate the story of his life with the evolution of 
his ideas. The result is a richly documented and impartial biography, an invaluable 
contribution to the subject of Gandhi. (92) 


ALEXANDER HAMILTON. Nathan Schachner. New edition. Thomas 
Yoseloff, 30s. 1958. 23 cm. 496 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
THOMAS JEFFERSON. Nathan Schachner. New one-vol. edition. Thomas 
Yoseloff, 50s. 1958. 24 cm. 1,086 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
These two works are the late author’s main contribution to early American history- 
His life of Alexander Hamilton is a fine study of one of the most distinguished founders 
of the United States. It traces that statesman’s career from its obscure origins until his 
deplorable death in a duel when he was barely fifty, by which time he had become a 
prominent member of the Constitutional Convention, and as first secretary of the 
Treasury had drawn the main outlines of the financial system of the national govern- 
ment. Thomas Jefferson was a more complex character, with wide interests and 
abilities, which could have led him to success in many spheres, as an architect, scientist, 
philosopher, or educationalist. The special cizcumstances of his time took him into 
politics. Here his influence upon American history was supreme, and a study of his 
life, work, and political ideas is essential for an understanding of the forces which went 
to the making of the American nation. Both works are admirable examples of 
Schachner’s technique. They are fully documented, revealing his mastery of a great 


wealth of materials. (92) 


MY LIFE AND ADVENTURES. Frank Harris. Introduction by Grant 
Richards. Reprint. Elek Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 384 pages. Index. Paper covers. 
(Bestseller Library) 

A gifted, though erratic and unscrupulous editor and literary impresario, Frank Harris 

was a flamboyant figure of London society for the quarter-century before 1914, and 

his autobiography, written in the 1920's, caused a considerable stir at the time. Equally 
at home in the world of letters, politics and finance, his memoirs reveal him as an 
inexhaustible raconteur, a voracious collector of scandal and an insatiable amorist. 

Although the unrestrained egotism of his character is far from attractive, he succeeds 

in drawing a brilliant picture of pre-First World War London, in terms of personal 

reminiscence. (92) 
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FRONTIER DOCTOR. An Autobiography. Henry Holland. Hodder & 
Stoughton, 25s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
Sir Henry Holland, the son of a north-country parson, whilst still at the university, 
decided to be a medical missionary. He spent a year as Secretary to the Student 
Christian Movement, after which he set out for Quetta where, without previous 
hospital experience, he began to practise surgery. The author vividly describes life in 
India, including the destruction of his hospital in the Quetta earthquake and its subse- 
quent rebuilding. He became an ophthalmic surgeon of repute but, although he could 
have gained wealth and fame, he devoted his life to the service of his fellow men. Sir 
Henry Holland is a humble man, yet his story shows him to be truly great. (92) 


‘OH SIR, YOU’VE SHOT HER!’ Recollections of a Copenhagen 
Childhood. Benjamin Jacobsen. Translated from the Danish by Estrid Bannister. 
Introduction by Victor Borge. Cape, 16s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations 
by Des Asmussen. 

The stories in this unique book concern a family of seven children, their parents and 

their grandmother who lived in the Kronprinsesse Street in Copenhagen about 1890. 

The author, now past seventy, was one of the children and this is his first book. 

Admirably translated, the stories recount the pranks of the children and the no less 

irresponsible activities of Father and of Grandmother—‘one of the most selfish and 

malicious people I have ever come across’. Told without sentiment, yet with tender- 

ness, they are irresistibly funny. They also vividly recall a vanished world. (92) 


A DOCTOR IN PARLIAMENT. Donald Mcl. Johnson. Christopher 
Johnson, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 288 pages. 
Continuing his three earlier autobiographical volumes (A Doctor Regrets, Bars and 
Barricades and A Doctor Returns) Dr. Johnson begins this book with his election to 
Parliament in 1955 as a Conservative member. Written with complete spontaneity, it 
gives a more realistic impression of British parliamentary procedure than can be 
obtained from the normal textbook. Dr. Johnson’s particular concern has been with 
the debates on the working of mental hospitals and the administration of the national 
health service; other topics with which he deals are state public houses, the Suez crisis 
and the likely effect on the book trade of the Restrictive Trade Practices Act. (92) 


OASIS OF THE NORTH. A Highland Garden. Dawn MacLeod. 

Hutchinson, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 264 pages. Illustrations by William McLaren. Maps. 
In this refreshing book the author relates how, at the invitation of her adopted aunt, 
Mairi Sawyer, owner of the celebrated sub-tropical gardens at Inverewe, she left well- 
paid work in London to live in a cottage on the wild, remote west coast of Ross-shire. 
In addition to the rewarding work of helping in the gardens, she became a travelling 
teacher of cooking and housecraft; and there are many enlightening glimpses of the 
crofters’ lives, still cut off from most modern amenities. The story ends with the 
handing over of the gardens to the National Trust for Scotland, and shortly after- 
wards the death of the lovable and valiant Aunt Mairi. (92) 


NELSON’S LETTERS TO HIS WIFE and Other Documents 1785-1831. 
Edited by George P. B. Naish. Routledge & Kegan Paul in conjunction with the 
Navy Records Society, 42s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 662 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Indexes. 

An important addition to the material for Nelson’s biography. The bulky correspon- 

dence from Nelson to his wife, extending over a period of sixteen years(1785-1801)and 
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rinted for the first time in its entirety, is now in the Nelson Museum, Monmouth, 
= the editor has also printed for the first time Lady Nelson’s letters, now in the 
British Museum, together with other documents from various collections, including 
some from the National Maritime Museum, Greenwich, at which the editor is an 
assistant keeper. He has done his work with a fine sense of scholarship. Future students 
of Nelson will owe him a heavy debt for the fresh information he has provided on the 
career and character of the great English seamen. (92) 


PUCCINI. A Critical Biography. Mosco Carner. Duckworth, 70s. 1958. 
25°5 cm. $16 pages. Illustrations. Music examples. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Thoroughness of research and sanity in musical judgments mark this distinguished 
biography. Because Puccini's career is inseparable from the creation of his twelve 
operas, Dr. Carner has intently studied the growth of his theatrical and musical skill 
in the light of his character and chequered domestic life. He makes no attempt to gloss 
over Puccini’s instability, vanity and exaggerated eroticism. The tale of the composer’s 
stormy, though ultimately fruitful, relations with his publishers and librettists demands 
a wide and deep understanding of the literary background as also of musical life and 
style in Italy from 1880 onwards. Dr. Carner’s analysis of each opera is masterly. If he 
leans too heavily on the theory of a ‘mother-fixation’ to account for Puccini’s un- 
balanced heroines, this is not a serious blemish in a book which will surely become a 
standard work in all countries where his operas are staged and loved. (92) 


SAINT-SIMON AT VERSAILLES. Selected and translated from the 
Memoirs of M. le Duc de Saint-Simon by Lucy Norton. Hamish Hamilton, 30s. 
1958. 24°5 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Retiring from the Army at the age of 27, Saint-Simon remained at the Court of 

Louis XIV, and noted down in a manuscript of some 2700 colourful pages all that he 

observed during the last years of Louis’ reign and the Regency. Pious and tolerant, 

ambitious and frustrated, snobbish and charitable, Saint-Simon was a portrait painter 
of genius, his pen pictures of individuals or scenes (an ambassadorial reception, a king’s 
death bed) are unforgettable. Miss Norton, limiting her selections to Versailles matters, 
perforce discards many magnificent things. But the material offered, with Nancy 
Mitford’s sprightly historical preface, and the attractive illustrations, make this a 
fascinating volume for the general reader. (92) 


THE LIFE OF HENRY BRULARD. Stendhal. Translated from the 
French by Jean Stewart and B. C. J. G. Knight. Merlin Press, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 
356 pages. 

Henri Brulard, first published forty-eight years after the author’s death, relates Stendhal’s 

life up till his eighteenth year; how he adored his mother who died when he was 

seven, detested his father, loved his grandfather, loathed Grenoble provincial society 
and every form of hypocrisy. Mathematics, honour, music, Italy were his loves. Paris 
was disappointing (‘no mountains here!’), The translators have rendered great service 
in presenting to a wide public this unique document on bourgeois society of the day, 
full of humour and Stendhalian reflections on art and life. (92) 


FALL OF THE ROMAN REPUBLIC. Six Lives by Plutarch: Marius; 
Sulla; Crassus; Pompey; Caesar; Cicero. Translated from the Greek by Rex 
Warner. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 320 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin 
Classics) 


A particularly welcome addition to this series, for a modern translation of Plutarch 
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is long overdue. In the original version a Greek was normally matched with a Roman 
life and the pair summed up in a concluding essay. This arrangement is discarded here 
and Mr. Warner presents the lives of Caesar and five Roman contemporaries grouped 
in chronological order so as to trace a significant historical period, in this case the 
collapse of the Roman Republic. This is a thoroughly contemporary version, which, 
if a trifle flat on occasion, admirably recaptures Plutarch’s narrative flow and the 
richness of his portraiture. (920) 


THE GLORIOUS COMPANY. Lives of Great Christians for Daily 
Devotion. Vol. 1. January-June. Frederick C. Gill. Epworth Press, 10s.6d. 1958. 
17 cm. 192 pages. Index. 

This anthology contains brief biographies of saints drawn from twenty centuries of 

Christian history and among them are ancient and medieval saints, martyrs, mystics 

and reformers, missionaries, teachers and physicians. Biographies are provided for 

each day of the first six months of the year and a second volume to complete the year 
is promised. It is intended that the anthology should serve as an aid to private devotions 
and it will be found useful not only for that purpose but as an inducement to the study 

of the nature and reality of Christian experience. (922-22) 


Ancient Civilisations 
DOCUMENTS FROM OLD TESTAMENT TIMES. Edited by 
D. Winton Thomas. Nelson, 18s. 1958. 24-5 cm. 328 pages. Illustrations. Biblio- 
graphy. Indexes. 
This, the fourth composite volume issued under the auspices of the Society for Old 
Testament Study, is a worthy contribution to a valuable series. Texts from countries 
neighbouring on Palestine have been chosen by the Regius Professor of Hebrew at 
Cambridge to illustrate the history, life and thought of Israel. From Akkadian, 
Ugaritic, Egyptian, Moabite, Hebrew and Aramaic they have been translated by a 
team of twenty-three scholars who have added introductions and notes relating the 
documents to the Old Testament. Students, teachers, clergy and all interested in the 
ancient Near East will regard this book as indispensable. The publishers deserve warm 
thanks for making available so cheaply so fine a book. (930) 


EVERYDAY LIFE IN EGYPT IN THE DAYS OF RAMESSES 
THE GREAT. Pierre Montet. Translated from the French by A. R. 
Maxwell-Hyslop and Margaret S. Drower. Edward Amold, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 
382 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Diagrams. References. Index. 

The bureaucratic controls and the industrious but unenterprising technologies of 

Ancient Egypt are described in detail in this study of life in the New Kingdom, but, 

in spite of many quotations and anecdotes, many accounts of traits and customs, less 

is conveyed of how the Egyptians thought and felt three thousand years ago. The 
contrast between their society—hidebound, meticulous and orotund—and the serene 
splendour of their art remains unresolved. But this thorough, scholarly and well- 
illustrated survey, covering every aspect of life from cooking to mining, and from 
sport to funeral customs, should be a valuable book of reference for the general reader 
interested in Ancient Egypt. (932-01) 


BABYLON. Albert Champdor. Translated from the French and adapted by Elsa 
Coult. Elek Books, 30s. 1958. 25 cm. 184 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in 
colour). Map. Index. (Ancient Cities and Temples) 


Babylon means the Gateway of the Gods, and this book is a gateway to Babylon, not 
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the modern railway halt amid the ruin mounds and rubble, but the ancient city whose 
tale is told from the days of King Hammurabi the lawgiver, when Babylon became 
the political capital of the ancient east, until 323 when Alexander the Great died there. 
This history and the picture of life in this great religious and commercial centre are 
vividly and imaginatively reconstructed; the well-chosen and finely reproduced plates 
would illustrate the text better if references were given. This is a pleasing book, an 
admirable introduction which should prove widely popular. (935) 


SERVICE IN THE POST-MARIAN ROMAN ARMY. R. E. Smith. 
Manchester University Press (Manchester), 10s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 84 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. 

This small book by the Professor of Ancient History in Manchester University deals 

in an attractive manner with a central problem of the history of the later Roman 

Republic, that of the importance of the army, which played such a crucial role in 

supporting the rise of would-be military dictators who might threaten the central 

government from the provinces. The scope and importance of the subject is perhaps 
greater than the title would suggest and the book will be found stimulating by all 


students of Roman history at various levels. (937-05)

THE KOLA RUN. A Record of Arctic Convoys 1941-1945. Sir Ian 
Campbell and Donald Macintyre. Muller, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations. 
Charts. Maps. Index. 
The ceaseless vigilance of warships escorting convoys through dark Arctic waters to 
North Russia during World War II was a test of unequalled endurance. In preserva- 
tion of the convoy formation lay the chief defence against enemy raiding forces other 
than torpedo-bomber attacks, and grimly the course was maintained. This is the story 
of two officers who had long experience as escort commanders, and through the 
placidity of the narrative emerges a tale of courage and determination, of seamanship 
in heavy weather and under attack, and of complete oblivion to seemingly impossible 
odds. To the selfless protection given by the Royal Navy was added the indomitable 
spirit of the merchant ships, mostly British and American. (940-545) 


THE GREATEST RAID OF ALL. C. E. Lucas Phillips. Heinemann, 18s. 
1958. 21°5 cm. 306 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Diagrams. 
The raid on St. Nazaire in March 1942 was small in scale but great in achievement and 
will rank with Zecbrugge of a generation before. Its full importance was disclosed 
only after the war and this book, based on original evidence, gives the first full account. 
The objective was the great Normandie dock at the mouth of the Loire. The attacking 
force of six hundred struck from seaward at night along a lane of intense fire. Thirty 
minutes after the Campbeltown had rammed home on her target the Commandos had 
successfully deprived the Germans of their only battleship dock on the Atlantic sea- 
board. It is an enthralling story, vividly written, which demands to be read. (940-545) 


Britain 

MEDIEVAL ENGLAND. 2nd edition edited by A. L. Poole. 2 vols. 
Oxford University Press, 70s. 1958. 23°5 cm. 706 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Plans. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The new edition of Medieval England, though it retains the framework of its prede- 

cessor edited by the late Professor H. W. C. Davis, has in fact been almost completely 
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rewritten. It consists of a collection of articles on aspects of medieval English life 
(communications, towns and trade, costume, art, architecture, learning and education, 
etc.) by such experts in their subjects as Professor David Knowles and Lady Stenton, 
providing invaluable and indeed fascinating background material to the political 
history of the period. The two volumes are fully illustrated, and chapters have been 
added covering topics such as Medieval Science not previously dealt with. (942) 


THE KING’S WAR 1641-1647. C. V. Wedgwood. Collins, 35s. 1958. 
21-5 cm. 704 pages. Illustrations. Maps. References. Bibliography. Index. (The Great 
Rebellion) 

in this volume Miss Wedgwood continues her history to the crucial point at which the 

Scots gave up the captive King Charles to the English. It is the period of Marston 

Moor and Naseby, of the death of Pym, the rise of Cromwell, and the emergence of 

the New Model, the army which was to ensure success for the Parliamentarians. It was, 

then, a period crowded with dramatic events, and it requires great skill and strong 
control to weld them into an ordered, well-proportioned narrative. These and the 
other qualities requisite to the complete historian Miss Wedgwood possesses to a high 
degree. She is a recognised authority on the 17th century. This second volume of 
The Great Rebellion is a worthy continuation of a fine dramatic narrative of those 
stirring times. (942-062) 


OLIVER CROMWELL AND THE PURITAN REVOLUTION. 
Maurice Ashley. English Universities Press, 8s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 192 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Teach Yourself History Library) 

Oliver Cromwell (1599-1658) is still probably the least clearly understood of all the 

great figures in British history. This book explains how the diversities of judgment 

arise and can be removed. None of the controversial topics is avoided: Irish Policy, 
execution of Charles I, Dissolution of the ‘Rump’, etc., but the author emphasises that 

Cromwell’s personality, as viewed in the light of his own times, is the decisive factor, 

even before he was appointed Protector, 1653. This is made clear in the discussion of 

the shaping of a new government, the impact of the Commonwealth on the world, 
in the chaos after Cromwell’s death and in the achievement of the Puritan Revolution. 

This is an outstanding little book for its clarity, scholarship and masterly control of 


material. (942-064) 


MEN FIGHTING. Battle Stories. Edited by John North. Faber, 18s. 1958. 
21 cm. 240 pages. Maps. 
This collection of battle stories covers the final years of the British Army as an 
independent fighting force. Mons, Gallipoli and the bloodbaths of World War I: 
Dunkirk, North Africa, Burma and.Arnhem; Korea and Suez—all have their place 
and each its own special atmosphere. With one exception they are written from the 
point of view of the fighting soldier and, as well as being thrilling narratives in them- 
selves, they provide interesting comparisons from all the great battlegrounds since 


1914. (942-082) 


PORTRAIT OF THE ISLE OF MAN. Canon E. H. Stenning. Hale, 
18s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

The author, now Archdeacon of Man, was a master at King William’s College from 

1909 to 1953 and here gives us the benefit of his lifelong experience of the island and 

his loving interest in its affairs. There have been several accounts of the Isle of Man 
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in recent years, including Canon Stenning’s own volume in Hale’s County Books series, 
but none so authoritative and readable as this. Lovers of the island (so delectably un- 
spoilt outside the trippers’ paradise of Douglas) will find all their requirements satisfied 
by this model account of its history, archaeology, and topography, and of the manners 
and customs, folk-lore, and language of the admirable Manx people. (942-89) 


Russia 
THE FLEET THAT HAD TO DIE. Richard Hough. Hamish Hamilton, 
18s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 

This book has as its main theme the 18,000 mile voyage from the Baltic to the Far 
East of forty-two old and poorly equipped Russian warships in 1904. Admiral 
Rozhestvensky, dedicated to his Emperor and one of the most enlightened gunnery 
officers of his day, was in command. Badly served by ill-trained conscripts and in- 
competent officers, victim of his corrupt superiors and the ridicule of the world, he 
succeeded in leading his squadrons to Japanese waters only to be utterly and quickly 
annihilated. It is an extraordinary story of an amazing naval operation. (947-08) 


SOCIALISM IN ONE COUNTRY 1924-1926. Edward Hallett Carr. 
Macmillan, 45s. 1958. 22 cm. 568 pages. References. Index. (A History of Soviet 
Russia, Vol. 5) 

This history is one of the major historiographic achievements of our time. The first 

three volumes, entitled collectively The Bolshevik Revolution 1917-23, and an inter- 

mediate fourth volume The Interregnum 1923-24, are to be followed by another three 
volumes under the general title Socialism in One Country. The first deals with a crucial 
period when events, economic and political forces and conflicting personalities were 
jointly shaping major changes in Soviet policy—for example, from the New 

Economic Policy to a totally planned economy and from an emphasis on agricultural 

development to an emphasis on heavy industry. The era of Stalin is close but has not 

yet arrived. Part I of the book surveys generally the changes wrought in Russia by the 

first seven years of revolution and the chief personalities still active. Part II traces the 

economic revival of Russia in agriculture, industry, labour, trade and finance.

THE OPIUM WAR THROUGH CHINESE EYES. Arthur Waley. 
Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 258 pages. Map. Index. 

Never before has the Opium War of 1839-42 been described except from the British 

standpoint. Now an eminent scholar has used only Chinese sources, chief among them 

being the diary of obstinate, cultured, ignorant Commissioner Lin, the bugbear of the 

‘foreign devils’. Use is made, too, of accounts left by Pei, a poet and staff officer, and 

others. The behaviour of the vast majority of senior Chinese officers is laughable till 

one remembers the unnecessary misery inflicted on the peasants and common soldiers. 

A fascinating and, quite truly, amazing book of wide appeal. (951-03) 


FLOOD TIDE IN CHINA. C. P. Fitzgerald. Cresset Press, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. 296 pages. Map. Index. 

The Professor in Far Eastern History in the Australian National University, Canberra, 

has attempted a sincere and objective appraisal of the results of six years of Communist 

rule in China. Throughout he links the revolution with China’s historical past and 

stresses the resulting differences between Chinese and Russian Communism. Every 

chapter is a brilliant essay, without a dull or padded page, and they cover, amongst 
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other subjects, propaganda, land reform, art and archacology, religion and atheism, 
the question of Formosa, and the attitude of Chinese communities in Southeast Asia. 
This is an important book. It is not easy to put down. (951-05) 


Iraq 
IRAQ. Stephen Hemsley Longrigg and Frank Stoakes. Benn, 27s. 1958. 22 cm. 
264 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. (Nations of the Modern World) 

In this timely publication the early history and the Moslem period form a concise and 
able prelude to the modern state, lacking only a comparative chronological table. 
Independent Iraq forms the main theme: the machinery of state, the economy and the 
political scene, internal and external. Much of it is based on statistics, but the society 
and the human potential are critically examined in their relation to the material 
developments, based on the wealth from oil, although the analysis of the intellectual 
and literary movement is too short. The reader will find here a comprehensive and 
accurate record as a background to the problems of the new republic. (956-7) 


Jews and Judaism 


OUTLINES OF JEWISH HISTORY. Lady Magnus. Completely revised 
and brought up to 1948. Vallentine, Mitchell, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 272 pages. Maps. 
Index. 

Lady Magnus’s Outline was first published in 1879 and has been skilfully revised. The 

record begins with the Babylonian captivity, ranges through the Middle Ages to 

modern times and notes the Jewish communities through the centuries as they are 
scattered in the Eastern and Western world. It is a sad story of persecution in which the 
balance of tolerance favours the East and the flowering medieval period is under the 

Muslim Caliphs of Spain until the Inquisition, when Amsterdam was the refuge and 

later New Amsterdam in North America. A useful reference work and pleasant 

reading for those interested in the Middle East or biblical and religious studies.

EGYPT. Tom Little. Benn, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 336 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
(Nations of the Modern World) 

This book must be compared with the recently published Egypt in Transition, as it 

covers the same ground but treats the history from a different angle. The history of 

ancient Egypt is given concisely and comprehensively for the layman, illustrating the 

main features of the dynasties and the process of religious thought which ended in a 

unification of the deity. Egypt was therefore ready to receive the Christian doctrine 

and later the simplicity of the faith of Islam. Throughout the years any alteration in 
the lot and life of the Egyptians was small under the changing conquerors until the 
national revolution in 1882 and the British occupation. The modern political scene 
shows the triangular struggle between the Palace, the British and the Nationalist Party 
until the revolution in 1954. This is a well written book and a useful addition to Middle 
Eastern history. (962) 


Tanganyika 
HANDBOOK OF TANGANYIKA. Edited by J. P. Moffett. 2nd edition. 


Government of Tanganyika (Dar es Salaam), 40s. 1958. 26 cm. 716 pages. Illustrations. 
Maps. Bibliography. Index. 


Although nominally the second edition of a Handbook published in 1930, this 
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splendidly-produced volume is in fact a new work, intended as a companion to the 
excellent Tanganyika: A Review of its Resources and their Development, compiled by the 
same editor and published in 1955. After an historical sketch there is a detailed descrip- 
tion of the country. Sections on the people, administration, natural history, sport, and 
miscellaneous information build up the overall picture, and a 110-page bibliography 
gives an exhaustive guide to further reading. Admirable maps and plates add further 
value to a book which, with its companion volume, records Tanganyika on a scale 
which no comparable territory can match. (967-82) 


Union of South Africa 


HOPE FOR SOUTH AFRICA. Alan Paton. Pall Mall Press, 10s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 102 pages. Map. Index. 
Well known as a novelist and writer on South Africa, the author here surveys the 
political situation in the Union of South Africa from the point of view of a leading 
member of the South African Liberal Party. His approach is primarily historical; he 
outlines the circumstances leading to the rise of Afrikaner nationalism, and his later 
chapters discuss the events of recent years, including the activities of the various non- 
European political organisations which by their nature cannot be represented in 
Parliament. Finally, he considers the part that the Liberal Party plays in relation to 
these bodies and in reconciling conflicting racial and other groups. (968-05) 


United States of America 
THE ERA OF THEODORE ROOSEVELT, 1900-12. George E. 
Mowry. Hamish Hamilton, 35s. 1958. 21 cm. 348 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. (New American Nation Series) 
The present volume in this series covers the phase of American history dominated by 
the colourful and dynamic personality of Theodore Roosevelt. The comfortable 
world of his youth was passing, and the good day of the privileged were threatened. 
Roosevelt, born into this class, realised that the future held revolution, and he faced it. 
As a conservative revolutionary he ensured that the United States should escape the 
worst of the convulsions which were to accompany social revolution in so many other 
countries. Professor Mowry, well read in the sources, and scholarly in his approach 
to his problems, has achieved a vivid picture of the President and his times. His book 
will be helpful to all students of the political and social history of America during a 
formative period. (973-911) 


Australia 
SYDNEY’S HIGHWAYS OF HISTORY. Geoffrey Scott. Georgian 
House (Melbourne, Australia), 42s. 1958. 23 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 
This book gives an account of the early days of Sydney from the time of its foundation 
to the end of the 19th century. Certain main streets and localities provide a background 
for recalling the events and the personalities in the surrounding areas. The incidents 
and characters described make good reading and will give the reader an insight into 
the antecedents of the present city of Sydney which is now one of the great cities of 
the world. The illustrations, which are reproductions of old engravings and photo- 
graphs, reveal in a unique way something of the city as it was before the modern 
period.

A TRIBE OF WOMEN. Hervé Bazin. Translated from the French by 
Richard Howard. Hamish Hamilton, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 208 pages. 
In an isolated house in the country live two lonely women and two girls, one of whom 
is an imbecile. The other girl, Isa, tells the story of how the brooding harmony of the 
household is violently disrupted by her mother’s second marriage and how she herself 
becomes her stepfather’s mistress while her mother lies dying. The tyrannical influence 
of the housekeeper, a devout peasantwoman, finally drives out the intruder, but he 
leaves behind a new addition to the feminine hive, Isa’s baby daughter. The French 
author delineates his characters with razor-sharp precision and produces a concentrated 
human drama against a background of haunting descriptions of nature. 


PIN A ROSE ON ME. Josephine Blumenfeld. Heinemann, 133.6d. 1958. 
20 cm. 172 pages. Illustrations by John R. Biggs. 

he author’s Mrs. Appleby lives in Kensington with Fanny, her pekinese (and an 
existentialist daughter in a studio down the garden), and keeps a diary of her doings. 
She has a precise, sardonic eye for the telling detail, and a laconic humour which seizes 
unfailingly upon the element of the ridiculous in every situation—particularly her own 
comic mishaps. Whether she is distastefully baby-minding or timorously operating a 
cardiograph machine at an East London hospital, stoically surviving a storm on a 
yacht among the Greek islands, or coping with her house on fire, her predicament 
provides delectable entertainment. 


LINDY. Basil Davidson. Cape, 16s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 268 pages. 

This unusual story is set in an East Anglian village, and its heroine is the unwanted 
daughter of a dairymaid with a taste for Americans from a nearby air base. The tale 
moves with relentless inevitability towards its climax of catastrophe; yet this is essen- 
tially a study of innocence and integrity unsoiled by the corruption of its environment. 
The figure of Lindy, with her love for the uncouth and desperate boy Jacob, her 
sensitivity to the moods of the surrounding countryside, and the resilience which 
brings her triumphantly through the final tragedy, is a moving and memorable 
portrait. 


THE RACK. A. E. Ellis. Heinemann, 18s. 1958. 20 cm. 420 pages. 

An altogether outstanding first novel, The Rack portrays a man’s life and death struggle 
with tuberculosis. The hero is a young ex-officer of the Second World War, sent 
through an international student organisation to a French sanatorium. The author's 
approach is both intimate and objective, and he presents his story from many different 
angles. At first he concentrates on the hero’s loss of illusions, then the view shifts in 
turn to other students, to the attitude of the doctors and surgeons, and to the Belgian 
girl with whom the hero falls in love. The author’s style occasionally falls short of his 
aspirations, but it would be difficult to praise too highly the sweep and variety of this 
narrative of physical and mental suffering. 


A TOY EPIC. Emyr Humphreys. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
158 pages. 

Three boys, living in different parts of Wales but brought together at the same school, 

here tell the story of their adolescence. Their backgrounds are different, a rectory, 
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a farm, an urban working-class home, but their paths cross throughout their formative 
years as each tries to find his own place in life. As they take up the story in turn, they 
create not only their own individual worlds of hope and disappointment, doubt and 
confidence, but their stories fuse into a unified picture of the essence of youth itself. 
Emyr Humphrey’s writing has the evocative, translucent quality of poetry and his 
latest book, no less than his previous novels, is a subtle and sensitive work of art. 


THE SONS OF AVROM. Roger Ikor. Translated from the French by 

Leonard M. Friedman and Maxwell Singer. Cape, 18s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 384 pages. 
The age-old Jewish struggle to preserve faith and race amidst alien cultures is here 
made the subject of a family saga on the grand scale. At the beginning of the century 
Yankel leaves his Russian village for France and in due course is followed by his 
brothers and his father Avrom. Yankel establishes himself in Paris and watches his own 
sons grow up as Frenchmen and move away from the traditions of their ancestors, 
while he himself develops with the years into a wise old man whose faith in human 
goodness survives even the persecution of the Second World War. This intensely alive 
book is crowded with human beings who each make a vital individual contribution to 
the whole The novel has been awarded the Albert Schweitzer Prize and the Prix 
Goncourt. 


THE PHANTOM LIMB. Hamilton Johnston. Gollancz, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 
254 pages. 

Mr. Johnston’s first novel sketched an extremely entertaining but conventional comedy 
of the life of a general practitioner. The present book, though likewise concerned with 
a doctor’s life, shows a remarkable advance in imagination and technical skill. Its hero 
is a middle-aged physician in the provinces, resigned to a commonplace and childless 
marriage, but obsessed with the memory of a long-past love affair with a younger girl. 
The story ends on a melodramatic note, but the author writes with a combination of. 
human sympathy and freedom from illusion which gives him an assured command of 
his theme. 


MY UNCLE JACINTO. Andras Laszlo. Translated from the Spanish by 

Isabel Quigly. Cape, 15s. 1958. 23°5 cm. 120 pages. Illustrations by Eduardo Vicente. 
This tells the story of a day in the life of Pepote, a seven-year-old Madrid boy who is 
devoted to his only relative, Jacinto, an ex-bullfighter. Jacinto has been reduced to 
destitution and when he has an opportunity to take part in a bull-fight he cannot raise 
the money to hire the necessary costume. Pepote, after many adventures, comes to the 
rescue. This book, the work of a Hungarian, is widely known as the original of the 
film Pepote. A story in the Spanish picaresque tradition, it is free from sentimentality 
and is told with a tenderness that is rare in the genre. 


TURN AGAIN TIGER. Samuel Selvon. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 1958. 
19 cm. 220 pages. 

This is a sequel to Mr. Selvon’s first novel, A Brighter Sun, and is a simple and moving 
story of Trinidad working life. Tiger, an Indian peasant, reluctantly leaves his home 
with his wife, Urmillo, to assist his father in his job as foreman on an experimental 
sugar plantation. Here he becomes involved with an English woman but eventually 
emerges to continue life as before. The book is full of humour and understanding and 
brilliantly drawn characters. 
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THE GO-AWAY BIRD with Other Stories. Muricl Spark. Macmillan, 
13s.6d. 1958. 19°5 cm. 224 pages. 

Comedy of a peculiar dhenpsnana, enlivened with a touch of fantasy, is Miss Spark’s 
favourite vein in fiction, and in this collection of stories she advances her reputation 
as a writer capable of handling this kind of material with a fresh and assured touch. 
The title-piece, the longest and most ambitious of the stories, recounts the tragi-comic 
adventures in London and at home of a South African girl sent to England to complete 
her social education. The remainder are somewhat light-weight in content but show 
plenty of spontaneity and never lose their power to surprise. 


SIGH FOR A STRANGE LAND. Monica Stirling. Gollancz, 13s.6d. 
1958. I9 cm. 200 pages. 

The narrator in this unusual short novel is Resi, a young refugee in flight from the 
revolution which has just broken out in her country. Resi is a child of the totalitarian 
state, and her sole security in a shifting world is her beloved Aunt Natasha, once a 
Russian princess, who adopted her after her parents’ death. Now, herded in refuge 
reception centres across the frontier, the girl learns much about her aunt’s and her 
parents’ past. The devotion of these two is delineated with moving tenderness; and the 
portrait of Natasha—shabby and ageing, yet retaining an unquenchable youth and 
gaiecty of heart—is a notable piece of characterisation. 


STRANGERS IN THE LAND. Henri Troyat. Translated from the French 

by Anthony Hinton. Arco Publications, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 328 pages. 
This novel about a White Russian family in Paris in the years between the world wars 
is a continuation of Sackcloth and Ashes, set in Russia. Many of the same characters 
reappear, but the present volume dev clops them independently in their changed situa- 
tion as refugees. Michael and Tania Danov, once wealthy, now struggle to survive 
and educate their sons Serge and Boris whose loyalties are divided between the Russia 
of their parents and France. The author, an experienced and successful exponent of the 
family novel, handles his large cast of characters with skill and imaginative insight into 
the emotional problems of the displaced person. 


THE MIDDLE AGE OF MRS. ELIOT. Angus Wilson. Secker & Warburg, 
18s. 1958. 20 Cm. 430 pages. 

For his full-length novels Mr. Wilson sometimes selects a theme which would seem 
more suitable for the short stories in which he has amply proved his gifts. He tells here 
the story of the wife of a successful barrister, suddenly widowed in her early forties, 
reduced to comparative poverty and confronted with the harsh reality of loneliness. 
The supporting characters and the setting give us plenty of Mr. Wilson’s knowledge 
of upper middle-class life, and his approach is more sympathetic, less satirical than 
usual. It is the character of his heroine which lacks the stature to raise this novel to the 
level of his best work. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
HOW ST. FRANCIS TAMED THE WOLF. Retold by Elizabeth from 
the legend of St. Francis of Assisi. Faber, 12s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 32 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour) by Gerald Rose. 


The legend of St. Francis and the Wolf retold with copious illustration and the 
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minimum of simple text. The Wolf is so large and so cunning that nobody can catch 
him. He terrorises the surrounding countryside until St. Francis so tames him that 
Wolf, townspeople, hunters and the children all live happily together for the rest of 
their lives. The illustrations are bold, cheerful and full of fun. They should appeal to 
most young children. The text is printed in large, clear, type. 


SECRET OF THE ROCKS. Henry Garnett. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1958. 

20 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Peter Jackson. 
A new story by the author of Rough Water Brown. Here we are again concerned with 
the trading barges on the River Severn, but now there is the coming of the new- 
fangled railway, competing for the river trade. The adventures of Simon, the youthful 
trow master and Moses, his faithful guitar-playing companion, in their encounters 
with smugglers, make an exciting and well-written book which will appeal to both 
boys and girls. 


THE WOLF AND THE SEVEN LITTLE KIDS. A Story by the 
Brothers Grimm with pictures by Felix Hoffmann. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 
1958. Obl. 30 cm. 32 pages. Illustrations in colour. 

A Swiss artist has taken the familiar Grimm story as a basis for an unusually imaginative 

and appealing picture book. Never before has a mother goat and her kids been so 

endearingly portrayed and, as everyone knows, this particular folk tale ends happily 
when the wicked wolf falls down the well. Those more gruesome episodes which 
might frighten three- to six-year-olds are not much emphasised in this lavishly illust- 
rated version originally created to amuse a small daughter suffering from measles. 
The Swiss edition was awarded the Jugen Buch Preis for 1957. 


MIST OVER ATHELNEY. Geoffrey Trease. Macmillan, 13s.6d. 1958. 
20 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations by R. S. Sherriffs and J. L. Stockle. 

The story of the adventures of three English children, captives in the Danish camp, in 

the England of a.p. 878. The author is, of course, well known for his excellent child- 

ren’s books, and his latest is as good as usual. He has again produced a most exciting 

and vigorous story, full of atmosphere and historical detail. It is most strongly recom- 

mended for boys and girls of almost any age from ten upwards. 


THE LOG OF THE ARK. Kenneth Walker and Geoffrey Boumphrey. 
Reprint. Cape, 13s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations restored by Geoffrey 
Boumphrey. 

A reprint of a book first published in 1923 and widely regarded then as a candidate 

for the status of children’s classic. It tells the story of Noah's Ark from the viewpoint 

of the animal passengers, who appreciated Mr. and Mrs. Noah’s kindness and learned 
to like porridge for breakfast, though some of them learned bad habits on board and 
went ashore with a taste for the flesh of other animals. The authors freely acknowledge 

a debt to Kenneth Grahame and the book has obvious affinities with The Wind in the 

Willows. It should appeal to the same type of reader. 


Non-fiction 

THE STARS: Stepping stones into Space. Irving Adler. Dennis Dobson, 
10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by Ruth Adler. Diagrams. Index. 

An introduction to stellar astronomy for children. The author describes the properties 

and behaviour of stars and stellar bodies in a way which is both understandable and 





stimulating, using simple analogies to clarify some of the most difficult concepts of 
modern astrophysics. A feature of the book is the discussion of the methods used by 
the astronomer to obtain the information he seeks. For young people this is not only 
an up-to-date summary of present knowledge of the universe, but a most stimulating 
introduction to the nature and value of the scientific method. 


WILLIAM SHAKESPEARE. Ivor Brown. Nelson, 10s.6d. 1958. 24°5 cm. 
88 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Robert Hodgson. (Nelson’s Picture 
Biographies) 

A simply written account of what is known or surmised about the life of England’s 

greatest dramatist by one of England’s foremost dramatic and literary critics. Decora- 

tively illustrated, this short biography will be of use to adults as well as children from 
the age of about eleven. 


SIX GREAT CHRISTIANS. Peggy Chambers. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. (The “Six Great’ Series) 
Adults as well as young readers will find much of interest in this attractive volume, 
which deserves a place in the libraries of all secondary schools. While the men and 
women here portrayed are drawn from different communions and traditions, all are 
shining examples of Christian sanctity. We are introduced to Edmund Campion, the 
Jesuit martyr; Vincent de Paul, founder of confraternities of charities; George Fox, 
the founder of the Quakers; John Wesley, the founder of Methodism; and two 
women missionaries, Mary Slessor of Calabar and Gladys Aylward of China. 


YOUR BOOK OF BALLET. Pigeon Crowle. Faber, 9s.6d. 1958. 21°5 cm. 
62 pages. Photographs and drawings by the author. 

A well-presented, highly-simplified introduction for the young reader who has seen 

some ballet and wants to dance, or to know more about it. It tells them how ballets 

are made, about the different kinds of classical dancers and their history and about 

costume and training. The pictures are fresh and interesting, including the actualities 

of class and performance, and there is a good glossary. 


YOUNG EXPLORER’S WORLD OF PEOPLE. Edited by I. S. Dear, 
Charles Harvey, A. M. Hebgin, Robert A. Wellings and E. S. Wolff. Sampson Low, 
10s.6d. 1958. 28 cm. 110 pages. Illustrations (many in colour). (Young Explorer’s 
Series) 

Hundreds of illustrations in colour as well as in black and white accompanied by 

«concise explanatory text describe the work-a-day lives, dress, customs, crafts and the 

technical achievements, such as building, mining, railroads, factories, etc., of different 

peoples all over the world. This is a quite exceptional book which children of any age 
and nationality will certainly find stimulating. 


POEMS TO REMEMBER. A Book for Children. Compiled by Patric 
Dickinson and Sheila Shannon. Harvill Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 21°5 cm. 256 pages. 
Indexes. 

This anthology is specially designed to develop the appreciation of boys and girls 

between roughly ten and sixteen as they begin to form a taste in poetry. It is not 

arranged in any particular order of date or subject matter. Most of the poems chosen 

‘possess strongly marked rhyming or metrical schemes and a positive sense of form, and 

ithe majority are drawn from the r9th and 2oth centuries. Chaucer, Dryden, Pope and 
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T. S. Eliot are deliberately omitted, as writers more fitted for later study. The choice 
is varied and enterprising, though some readers might prefer a more clearly organised 
presentation. 


ATOMS AND ENERGY. F. R. Elwell. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
76 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Methuen’s Outlines) 

This book covers the three most important aspects of atomic energy, namely nuclear 
physics and atomic theory, nuclear power including thermonuclear devices and appli- 
cations of radioisotopes. The author has managed to compress a great deal of up-to- 
date information into his few pages while at the same time maintaining a high standard 
of readability and, although written primarily for young people, the book may be 
recommended to adults who are looking for a not too technical introduction to what 
has rather unnecessarily attained the reputation of being a difficult subject. 


DISCOVERING THE HEAVENS. A Junior History of Astronomy. 
I. O. Evans. Foreword by Patrick Moore. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 208 pages. 
Illustrations by Patricia Cullen. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This small volume contains a vast quantity of astronomical information well set out 

in readable text. The history of astronomical knowledge is described mainly through 

biographical notes about the scientists through whose work it was made available. 

The general principles of the solar system and its place in the galaxy are adequately 

covered and the only obvious weaknesses lie in the illustrations, which are not always 

suited to their method of reproduction, and a certain carelessness in proof-reading. 

In spite of these drawbacks the book makes excellent, informative reading for 15-year- 

olds and upwards. 


ALFRED THE GREAT. The Story of an English King. Mary Fitt. Nelson, 
10s.6d. 1958. 24°5 cm. 88 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Robert Hodgson. 
Map. (Nelson’s Picture Biographies) 

The author has carefully shown the reign of King Alfred (848-901) in perspective by 
showing the task he inherited from his father and brothers, the state of the country, the 
division into kingdoms and the factors that demanded unity and those that Alfred 
instituted against Danish invasions. The attention given to education, religion, legal 
system and the results of Alfred’s work will enable young readers (9-12 age group) to 
know why he was called The Great. 


GOOD HOUSEKEEPING’S CHILDREN’S COOK BOOK. Compiled 
by the Good Housekeeping Institute. National Magazine Co., 15s. 1958. 25 cm. 
128 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

The plentiful and simple instructions in this useful volume include the use of the 

kitchen knife, the operation of gas and electric cookers and the best methods of 

washing up. The recipes are all for dishes which children will want to tackle: simple 
dinner and luncheon dishes, as well as cakes, biscuits and sweets. 


THE STORY OF EVOLUTION. The Wonderful World of Life: Sir 
Julian Huxley. Rathbone Books, 17s.6d. 1958. 33 cm. 68 pages. Illustrations in colour. 
Diagrams. Index. 

Great care has gone into the choice, arrangement and reproduction of the copious 

illustrations to this book. All through, the emphasis is upon telling the story ob evo- 

lution graphically with a brief, but authoritative, text. The appeal will be mainly to

Attractively produced and plentifully illustrated with good photographs and clear 
drawings, this companion to the same author’s Your Book of Swimming shows how to 
progress from the very first stages up to taking part in diving competitions and 
displays. An excellent book of advice and instruction for all young people of ten years 


of age and upwards. 


THE REAL BOOK OF SCIENCE EXPERIMENTS. Joseph Leeming. 
Edited by Helen Hoke and Patrick Pringle. Dennis Dobson, 10s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
190 pages. Illustrations by Bette J. Davis. Bibliography. Index. 

The author describes a large number of simple but intriguing experiments which 

young people can carry out using materials and apparatus normally available in the 

home. Each experiment illustrates a basic scientific principle in physics or chemistry, 
and a simple explanation of the results obtained is given in each case. No previous 
theoretical knowledge is required for successfully conducting any of the experiments 
described and the practical-minded youngster with the normal amount of curiosity 
will be able to learn much from this book and thoroughly enjoy himself at the same 


time. 
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
